Sir  Wilfrid  will 
also,  consult  today  with  a  number  of 
his  leading  lieutenants  in  regard  to  the 
situation.

Washington  Officials'  Belief 
No  Serious  Disturbances 
Will  Occur  on  Tuesday  — 
About  Thirty  Arrests  Made. 


WA8HINOTON.  June  1.— Department 
of  Justice  onclala  are  of  the  epinlon 
that  the  altuation  with  respect  to  the 
wrmy  draft  reglatration  on  Tuesday  Is 
well  in  hand,  that  there  will  be  no 
really  serious  diaturbances,  and  that 
the  nation  wni  wake  up  on  Wednesday 
to  find  that  outbursts  have  been  spor- 
adic and  not  the  result  o(  a  gaiMtral 
feeling  agalnat  the  law. 

It  was  pointed  out  at  the  department 
tonight  that  more  than  10,000,000  men 
are  required  to  register  under  the  law, 
«nd  that  it  would  be  surprising,  in- 
^lleed.  If  such  a  day  were  to  pass  off 
without  incident,  as  no  general  eleotlon 
ever  held  In  thia  eountry  passes  with- 
out seme  disorder. 

Attomey-Oeneral  Qregory's  orders 
had  caused  the  arreat  of  nearly  thirty 
persons  up  to  today  in  conneotlon  with 
the  anti-draft  propaganda.  Only  a  few 
more,  probably  lees  than  half  a  dosen, 
are  expected  before  Tuesday.  Such  a 
showing  is  looked  upon  as  extraordin- 
ary, and  as  a  convincing  indication  that 
^lesplte  the  oratory  against  registration 
and  the  few  conapiraelea  discovered  to 
Interfere  with  or  t«  prevent  the  re- 
sponse  of  the  men  of  draft  age.  there 
has  been  no  eubstantlal  movement  to 
defeat  the  purpose  of  the  law. 
'  Tha  department  expects  that  there 
nay'  be  a  number  of  evasions  ot  the 
regtstratlon  provision  that  will  look 
large  in  total,  but  not  when  the  great 
n«mher  subjeet  to  the  law  is  eonsttered. 
Ifanjr  even  of  those  who  do  evade  on 
Tuesftay  are  counted  upon  eventually 
to  come  fwrward  to  make  good  without 
prOMOutlon.

Workmen's  and  Soldiers'  Dele? 
gates  Control  Kronstadt 
Fortress  and  Remove  Gov- 
ernment Representatives. 


PKTROORAD,  June  1.— The  fateful 
daolsion  of  the  Workmen's  and  Sol* 
diers'  Delegates  to  assume  control  at 
Kronstadt,  the  great  fortress  which  da- 
tends  Petregrad,  was  carried  by  a  vote 
of  210  against  40,  with  eight  ot  the 
delegates  abstaining  from   voting. 

It  is  announced  by  the  Workmen's 
and  Soldiers'  Delegates  that  henceforth 
the  relationa  of  Kronatadt  with  Petro- 
grad  and  the  remainder  of  Russia  will 
be  only  through  the  intermediary  ot 
the  Petrograd  branch  of  the  delegates. 

The  local  Workmen's  and  Soldiers' 
Council  at  Kronstadt  announces  that  it 
has  taken  in  its  hands  the  eft^ctlve 
power  of  Kronstadt;  that  it  does  not 
recognise  the  Provisional  Government, 
and  that  it  haa  removed  all  the  Gov- 
ernment's represeatatives. 

The  Minister  of  Justice  has  notlfted 
his  colleagues  of  this  development,  and 
on  their  instructions  haa  communi- 
cated with  the  Kronsudt  Council, 
through  the  Petrograd  Council,  with  a 
view  to  inducing  the  Kronstadt  Couodi 
to  revoke  its  orders.

LONDON,  June  2.— Political  circles 
are  absorbed  in  a  discussion  of  sup- 
posed actual  or  impending  resignations 
and  a  redistribution  -  of  posts  in  the 
ministry.  The  only  officially  admitted 
resignation  thus  far  is  that  of  Baron 
Devonport,  the  Food  Controller;  who 
gave  up  his  oOloe  yesterday,  but  the 
parliamentary  correspondents  of  the 
moroiiH^^,  aWapaparo  predlet  aavdvat 
ether  diaatSa,  Invdving  Dr.  Christopher 
Addisom  Minister  ot  MuaitiOns,  Vis- 
count Cowdray,  chairman  of  the  .  Air 
Board,  Baron  Ithondda,  President  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  Albert  Illlng- 
worth,  Postmaater-Qeneral,  and  otters 
of  minor  rank  who  are  expected  to  ob- 
tain promotion.  The  likelihood  of  Col. 
Winston  Spencer  Churchill  rejoining  the 
Qovernment  is  again  to  the  fore. 

The  several  reports  of  the  corres- 
pondents contradict  one  another,  and 
none  of  them  can  be  confirmed  from  au- 
thoritative sources.  While  some  of  the 
correspondents  deny  that  Or.  Addison 
will  (|uit  the  munitions  post,  The  Times 
sayn  he  will  leave  it  and  probably  will 
Join  the  war  cabinet  without  portfolio. 

The  Daily  Chronicle  has  Mr.  Illlng- 
worth  on  the  slate  to  succeed  Baron 
L.evonport,  In  which  case,  it  says.  Dr. 
Addison  probably  will  become  I^ostmas- 
ter-Qeneral.  Viscount  Cowdray's  resig- 
nation is  referred  to  by  some  of  the 
correspondents  as  an  indeflnlte  °  possi- 
bility, while  others  imply  that  he  has 
actually  resigned. 

The  Daily  News,  which  says  he  will 
resign,  and  also  that  It  now  understands 
Dr.  Addison  will  retain  the  munitions 
post,  aaserts  that  Col.  Churchill  is  being 
seriously  considered  as  the  new  chair- 
man  of   the   Air    Board. 

The  Daily  Express  forecasts  the  Im- 
mediate resignation  of  Baron  Rhondda, 
Willie  The  Dally  News  says  It  hears  that 
Lord  Cozens-Hardy  is  about  to  retire 
from  the  post  of  Master  of  the  Rolls,  to 
which  HIr  George  Cave,  Secretary  ot 
State  for  the  Home  Department,  will 
succeed,  resigning  his  present  portfolio.

Canadian  CorporaVs 

Sacrifices  in  War 


LONDON.  June  I.— The  Daily  Mail  today  published  the  foIlowinK: 

"Four  brothers  of  a  corporal  in  the  army  have  been  kilted  at  the 
front,  as  were  also  his  father-in-law  and  cousin;  now  his  wife  and  two 
children — the  last  of  his  family — have  been  killed  in  the  Folkestone 
air  raid. 

"Such  is  the  tragic  history  of  Corpl.  G.  W.  Moss,  a  young  Cana- 
dian foldier,  as  told  in  the  following  letter  from  a  chaplain  at  the 
front: 

"  'At  the  front  we  have  read  of  Cunning  Cuthbert,  Cuddle  BeA  and 
other  soulless  shirkers  until  we  have  become  sick  at  heart.  Now  let 
the  whole  Empire  hear  of  the  young  Canadian  who  has  just  been  in 
my  billet,  and  is  leaving  for  England  tonight. 

"'Corpl.  G.  W.  Moss,  of  the  Canadians,  enlisted  in  Canada  in 
August,  1914,  and  was  sent  with  the  first  batch  of  Canadians  to  the 
front.  He  has  been  through  the  whole  of  the  campaign,  wounded 
three  times,  and  is  coming  back  to  the  front  from  England. 

"  'He  is  one  of  five  brothers,  the  other  four  of  whom  have  all  given 
their  lives  on  the  field  of  honor.  His  cousin  and  his  father-in-law 
have  fallen  also.  Now,  to  crown  everything  the  corporal's  wife,  his 
two  children — the  whole  family — have  been  killed  in  the  great  air  raid 
in  England.  He  has  lost  all,  yet  tonight  he  stands  calm  and  resigned 
in  the  confidence  that  righteousness  is  our  cause  and  the  guiding  hand 
is  that  of  God. 

"  'Before  the  war  Corpl.  Moss  was  a  captain  in  the  Canadian  Salva- 
tion Army,  and  his  great  desire  is  to  become  a  chaplain.' "

Lieut.-WlUlam  Leefe  Robinson  was 
awarded  the  Victoria  Cross  for  bring- 
ing down  a  seppelln  during  a  raid  on 
London.  He  was  captured  by  the  Oer- 
mans  in  April  ot  this  year.  A  dispatch 
from  Berlin  on  May  IS  said  that  Brit- 
ish and  French  army  officers  held  pris- 
oners by  the  Qormans  had  been  sent  to 
PrelhUrg  as  a  repiiaal  for  air  raids  on 
that    cltjr.

PARIS,  June  1. — Premier  , Ribot  an- 
nounced in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  to- 
day on  behalf  of  the  Government  that 
passports  would  not  be  issued  to  French 
Socialist  delegates  to  the  Stockholm 
conference,  and  that  passports  for 
Petrograd  would  be  given  Socialists 
only  when  there  was  no  danger  of  their 
meeting  enemy  delegates  in  Stockholm. 

The  Premier's  declaVation  brought 
three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the 
chamber  to  their  feet  In  a  demonstra- 
tion unsurpassed  in  enthusiasm  since 
the  beginning  oC  the  war  except  in  the 
historic  session  of  August  4,  1914,  and 
at  the  manifestation  in  honor  of  the  in- 
tervention of  the  United  States  in  the 
war.

M.  Ribot  spoke  with  deep  feeling  and 
extemporaneoualy.  His  voice,  though 
OIJMV  WM  sliM  yttetaad  'ho'  16^  that 
memh«rs  of  the  chamber  called  out 
"louder."  Borne  of  the  phrases  of 'his 
speech  were  drowned  in  applause,  while 
others  were  lost  In  the  loud  Interrup- 
tions from  the  extreme  Socialists. 

The  more  moderate  members  ot  the 
Socialist  party,  such  as  Jules  Ouesde, 
a  former  minister  of  state,  and  the 
venerable  M.  Qroussier,  Joined  in  the 
applause. 

On  appeal  of  Marcel  Cachin.  the 
Socialist  deputy  who  recently  returned 
from  Russia,  the  chamber  voted  the 
holding  of  a  aecret  sitting  to  learn 
the  facta  adduced  by  a  visit  of  M. 
Cachin  to  Petrograd  and  to  take  cogni- 
sance of  documents  brought  back  by 
him,  concerning  which  Parla  has  been 
filled  with  gossip  for  the  last  few 
days.  The  Chamber  later  went  Into 
secret  session,  and  after  a  three  hours' 
session  adjourned  \intll  tomorrow  at  3 
o'clock.

In  making  his  announcement.  Premier 
Ribot  said: 

"Peace  can  come  from  victory  alone.." 

Continuing,  the  Premier  said:  "It  Is 
certain  that  in  peace  negotiations  no 
party  can  take  the  place  of  the  Oov- 
erninent.  The  j>^ce  of  tomorrow  can- 
not be  a  peace  of  any  party,  neither  of 
the  Socialist  party  nor  of  the  Catholio 
party.  As  it  concerns  France,  it  should 
be  a  French  peace.  When  the  hour 
comes  the  Government  will  ask  the  ad- 
vice of  your  committee  and  It  will  tell 
everything.  The  Government  nas  a 
complete  knowledge  of  Its  responsibil- 
ity. 

"It  would  bo  laughable  it  one  sought 
to  make  the  country  and  the  army  be- 
lieve that  peace  could  come  from  such 
controversies.  Victory  alone  can  bring 
peace.  What  would  they  think  of  us  in 
the  United  States  it  we  allowed  the 
Americans  to  believe  there  was  weari- 
ness among  us  after  three  years  ot 
war?  Our  energy  mast  continue  in- 
domitable."

The  Premier  then  referred  to  an 
"audacious  and  impudent  campaign"  to 
spread  reports  that  a  seoret  agreement 
had  been  signod  with  Russia,  adding: 
"We  shall  ask  the  Russian  Government 
to  publish  tho  documents  in  question 
at  an  early  date." 

"It  is  even  said,"  the  Premier  ex- 
claimed, "that  a  aecret  convention  with 
Russia  which  Is  offensive  and  noa- 
oCMaslve  exists,  aad  that  It  waa  execut- 
ed by  the  President  ot  the  Republic 
himeelt.  Gentlemen,  that  is  aa  In- 
famy." 

The  PremUr  closed  with  tho  an- 
nouncement  that  the  Government  was 
ready  to  arret  eortaln  elements  charg- 
ed wltH  InotUng  timtm,  aad  that  the 
Government  aleo  would  see  that  foreign 
residents  In  Fmaco  did  not  escape 
responsibility  to  the  mllltnrir  laws  of 
thetr  own   eenntrlea.

Unanimous  Demand  Upon  Fed- 
eral Government  to  'Enforce 
Militia  Act  or  Bring  in  Con- 
scription Voiced  at  'IVIeeting. 


Enthusiastically  and  unanimously 
with  not  even  a  hint  of  opposition. 
Victoria  went  on  record  last  night  as 
strongly  In  support  of  conscription. 
At  a  crowded  meeting  at  the  Princess 
Theatre  a  resolution  calling  upon  the 
Dominion  Qovernment  to.  without  de- 
lay, either  enforce  the  Militia  Act  or 
a  compulsory  conscription  measure, 
V'ss  paased  while  the  audience  stood 
and  cheered.  The  spirit  of  the  meet- 
ing, which  was  a  most  representative 
one,  including  the  best  element  of  the 
city,  was  unmistakablck  It  evinced  the 
determination,  despite  the  recognition 
given  by  the  speakers  to  the  great  part 
this  city  has  already  taken  in  supply- 
ing men  for  service,  that  there  can  still 
more  be  done.  The  resolution  in  full, 
aa  passed,  follows: 

"That  this  meeting  of  representative 
citlsena  of  the  city  of  Victoria  assem- 
W*d  fle  urge  upon  the  Oovenntthnt  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  without  fur- 
ther  delay  either  to  enforce  the  Militia 
Act  or  to  brirtg  down  immediately  a 
compulsory  nnlitary  measure  with 
such  provisions  as  will  ensure  suf- 
flcient  men  to  be  trained,  equipped  and 
sent  overseaa  to  maintain  to  full 
strength  the  Ave  divisions  now  in 
France."     '  • 

The  meeting,  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Great  War  Veterana'  Associa- 
tion, was  marked  by  a  unanimity  sel- 
dom experienced  here.  If  there  is  any 
element  of  any  Importance  in  the  city 
which  is  adverse  to  compulsion  it  did 
not  make  its  appearance  at  last  night's 
gathering  but  discreetly  kept  away. 
The  gathering  throughout  was  a  most 
orderly  one,  the  speakers  were  given  a 
hearty  reception  and  at  times  the  en- 
thusiasm was  marked. 

Vatvtotle  Women 

A  feature  of  the  meetisg  was  the 
appearance  on  the  platform  of  Miss 
Coulton.  of  Toronto,  one  of  the  dele- 
gates to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Na- 
tional Chapter  of  the  I.O.D.B..  now  in 
session  here,  whose  remarks  were  re- 
ceived with  tremendous  enthusiasm. 
The  various  returned  men  who  spoke 
of  the  need  of  reinforcements  for  the 
men  overseas  were  cheered  to  the  echo. 

The  appeal  of  Mrs.  Ackroyd,  who 
called  ui>on  the  women,  should  it  be 
found  that  there  are  left  In  Victoria 
no  men  worthy  of  the  name,  to  them- 
selves offer  their  services  for  over- 
seas'  duty,  brought  the  patriotic  sen- 
timents of  the  audience  to  the  highest 
point.  Her  recital  of  the  departure  of 
her  oi|^  sons  for  service  added  a  poig- 
nant note  of  pathos  to  the  proceed- 
ings. 

The  meeting  was  preceded  by  a  par- 
ade of  members  of  the  Great  War  Vet- 
erans' Association  from  the  Legislative 
Buildings  through  the  downtown 
streets  to  the  theatre.  Headed  by  the 
band  of  tho  Ith  Regiment  and  the  pipe 
band  ot  the  5«th  Gordon  Highlanders, 
IM  members  of  the  association,  troops 
now  in  training  here  and  veterans  of 
previous  Kmpire  wars,  paraded  to  tho 
theatre.

Germans  Make  Vigorous  Attack  oh  French  Lines 
North  of  Moulin  de  Laffaux—Get  Temporary 
Foothold  in  Advanced  Trenches- 
Berlin  Statements 


LONDON,  June  1 — "Our  troops  gained 
ground  slightly  during  the  night  west 
of  Cherisy,"  (Arras  front)  says  an  ofll- 
clal  report  issued  today.  "Patrol  en- 
counters resulted  in  our  favor  laat  night 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Qouseaucourt. 
Successful  raids  were  made  by  us  north- 
east of  Loos  and  near  the  Pioegateert 
wood." 


Ttie   statement   says   further: 

"During  May  we  captured  In  opera- 
tions in  the  battle  area  and  in  raids 
and  minor  operationa  on  other  portiona 
of  the  front,  3,412  German  prisoners.  In- 
cluding sixty-eight  ofllccrs.  We  also 
took  one  German  fleld  gun,  eight  ma- 
chine guns  and  twenty-one  trench  mor- 
tars. 

Baldtaff  Bartlos 

"A  hostile  raiding  party  was  driven 
ofC  early  this  morning  northwest  of 
Boursieti,  on  the  Bapaume-Cambral 
road.  A  party  of  our  troops  entered 
the  enemy's  positions  south  of  Ypres 
and  successfully  bombed  a  number  of 
occupied  dugouts. 

"There  was  considerable  artillery  ac- 
tivity by  both  sides  southeast  of  Epehy, 
on  tKith  banks  of  the  Scarpa  and  in  the 
Ypres  section. 

"On  Wednesday  night  many  long  dis- 
tance bombing  raida  were  carried  out  by 
our  airplanes,  with  good  results, 
against  the  hostile  ammunition  depots 
and  railroad  stations.  In  the  air  fight- 
ing yesterday  two  German  airplanes 
were  brought  down  and  one  other  hostile 
machine  was  driven  down  out  of  con- 
trol. None  of  our  machines  are  miss- 
ing."

— In  attacks  north  of 
Moulin  de  LafTaux,  northeast  of  Sola- 
sons,  the  Germans  today  occupied  ele- 
ments of  French  advanced  trenches,  but 
later  were  expelled  from  most  of  them, 
according  to  the  ofllcial  communication 
Issuod  tonight.      The  report  eays: 

"To  the  north  of  Moulin  de  Laffaux 
the  Germans,  after  a  violent  bombard- 
ment, started  an  attack,  in  the  course  of 
which  they  succeeded  in  gaining  a  foot- 
hold In  some  portions  of  our  advanced 
trenches.  Our  counter-attacka  suc- 
ceeded in  the  afternoon  in  throwing 
back  the  enemy  from  most  of  the  ele- 
ments they  had  occupied.  Cannonading 
continues  rather  violent  in  the  entire 
region. 

"Several  attempts  against  our  posi- 
tions on  Hill  304  (Verdun  sector)  were 
repulsed  by  our  artillery.  The  ensmy 
sustained  heavy  losses  and  gained  no  ad- 
vantage. 

"On  the  rest  of  the  front  Intermittent 
cannonading  Was  reported. 

"Aviation — Our  special  cannon  brought 
down  today  two  German  airplanes, 
which  fell  in  side  the  German  lines."

These  are  tne  words  of  one  returned 
soldier  who  has  Just  reached  WInnlpeK. 
It  was  his  reply  when  asked  to  say 
•omethtnc  about  the  activities  of  antl- 
eonserlptlonlata  1^   Canada. 

"When  tl>e  Freneh  were  on  the  move 
near  Souchez,"  he  continued,  "they  held 
positions  *  that  were  <>f  great  strateg- 
ical value  to  the  enemy.  At  one  place 
the  Germans  had  been  repulsed  on  their 
first  counter-attack.  When  they  came 
over  the  top  a  second  ^time  the  Freneh 
were  appalled  to  see  a  double  line  of 
women  and  children,  their  own  people. 
In  front  of  the  advancins  Germane. 
With  vrittins  teeth  the  French  waited, 
until  the  oncoming  Huna  wev  almost 
to  their  line,  prodding  the  women,  and 
children  ahead. 

•  "They  waited  until  the  laat  possible 
minute,  and  then,  realising  that  the 
Germans  must  not  get  through,  for 
they  were  coming  in  heavy  formation, 
the  orders  were  given  to  fire,  and  wo- 
men and  children  were  the  first  to  fall 
before  the  spray  of  machine  gun  bul- 
lets      The    enemy    were    driven    back. 

"There  is  a  barbed  wire  enclosure 
on  that  field  now,  a  mile  long  and  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  deep.  Within  are  the 
bones  of  the  enemy  and  their  Tietims, 
where  they  fell.  The  French  could  not 
go  near,  even  the  brfivest.  It  Is  there 
far  those  who  wish  to  see,  silent  testi- 
mony  to  the  brutality  of  the  modern 
German    beast." 

"Did  you  see  the  place  and  hear  the 
French  tell  of  this  tragedy?"  he  was 
asked. 

"I  did,"  he  replied,  "and  I  have  seen 
and  heard  of  other  things  In  that  now 
devasUted  portion  of  France  that  would 
drive  any  man  Into  the  trenches  with 
the  determination  to  avenge.  The 
French  do  not  tell  of  these  things  with 
much  gesticulating  and  In  a  heated 
psssion,  as  you  might  think.

NANAIMO.  B.C.,  June  1.— Several 
hundred  voters  of  Nanalmo  attended  a 
smoker  held  in  Youngs'  Hall  tonight 
which  was  addressed  by  Minister  of 
Agriculture  John  Oliver  and  Minister 
of  Mines  William  Sloan,  both  speakera 
being  given  rousing  receptions. 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture  confined 
his  remarks  principally  to  railway  mat- 
ters including  P.O.E.  and  C.N.R.,  and 
reviewed  the  findings  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Legislature  to  Inquire 
into  P.O.E.,  which  disclosed  a  condi- 
tion of  affairs  which  the  minister 
termed  a  disgrace  to  the  Provlnco  for 
which,  he  contended.  Sir  Richard  Mc- 
Brlde  and  Mr.  Bowser  were  entirely  to 
blame.*  The  speaker  told  of  the  dif- 
ficulties the  new  Government  faced 
when  it  took  hol4  of  the  relna  of  gov- 
ernment owing  to  an  empty  treasury, 
which  had  compelled  it  to  retrei^ch  in 
every  department  and  to  increaae  taxea 
which  at  the  best  of  tlmea  waa  an  un- 
popular move. 

He  charged  Mr.  Bowser  with  having 
knowledge  ol  wrongdoing  in  connection 
with  C.N.R  and  P.O.E.  deals  and  atat- 
ed  that  the  -objections^  of  the  Provin- 
cial engineer  were  overruled  by  Mr. 
Bowser  and  Sir  Richard  McBrlde,  re- 
sulting In  millions  of  the  ^people's 
money  being  aunk  In  an  enterprise  for 
which  there  was  practically  nothing  to 
show. 

The  Minister  of  Mines,  who  was 
given  a  rousing  reception  at  his  first 
public  appearance  since  hia  appoint-^ 
ment,  reviewed  the  legislation  enacted 
during  the  past  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature in  the  Interegta  of  mining.  He 
expressed  regret  at  the  realgnatlon  of 
chief  Mine  Inspector  Graham,  and  com- 
plimented the  jnlnera  on  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mr.  Wilkinson  to  fill  the  vacan- 
cy. Just  now,  tho  apaaker  aUted.  tho 
department  was  faced  with  the  problem 
of  the  Fernle  mlnea  and  was  making 
every  effort  to  Improve  conditions  by 
making  them  safer  for  the  miner  and, 
in  this  connection,  on  the  ^^commen- 
datton  of  the  new  chief  Inspector 
aafety  lampa  were  being  aubstltuted 
by  Installation  of  electric  head  llghtH, 
the  company  assisting  in  tb«  work  by 
purchasing  1,000  llghU  at  a  cost  of  |15 
each. 

Mr.  Sloan  siso  referred  briefly  to 
legislation  enaotod  in  regards  to  .the 
Mineral  tJurvey  Act,  hsvlng  for  Its  ob- 
ject the  development  of  mining  snd  the 
protection  of  wsgo  earners.  He  also 
referred  to  the  matter  of  "two  week 
pay,"*  and  atated  his  Intention  of  doing 
everything  In  hIa  power  to  dlacourage 
shipment  of  Britlah  Columbia  ore  to 
tmited  Statea  smeltors.  Replying  to 
the  erItlcUm  of  tho  Oovsmment's  no- 
tion in  adopting  tho  poll  tax.  tho  Min- 
ister of  Mlnea  atated  that  tho  object 
of  tho  tax  was  to  get  allong  to  con- 
tribute te  the  cost  of  government,  as 
during  the  past  they  had  been  immune, 
and  stated  that  the  now  tax  did  not 
afloct  any  parson  who  already  |»aid 
taxes  to  the  amount  of  IC  The  Set- 
tlors Rights  BUI  and  tho  Government's 
measure  for  the  Inauguration  of  a  De- 
partment of  Labor  were  also  briefly 
dealt  irlth  by  Mr.  gloan,  who  In  con- 
clusion sUted  there  waa  In  power  ha 
Victoria  a  Government  which  was  leg- 
lalatlng  and  would  continue  to  leglalate 
ir  the  interests  of  tho  masses.  Cor- 
porate interests,  he  declared,  would  get 
e  square  deal  but  no  more.  They  had 
had  alt  the  best  of  It  In  tho  past,  he 
declared,  but  In  the  futare  the  maaaos 
wonld  gat  all  that  waa  eoming  to 
thorn.

Canadian  Howitzers  Keep  Up 
Steady  Bombardment  of 
German  Positionsr-New  In- 
fantry Drafts  in  Training. 


CANADIAN  ARMY  HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN  FllAXCE,  June  1.— 'By  Cana- 
dian Overseas  Correspondent).  —  The 
shelling  of  the  areas  around  Lena  by 
the  Canadian  heavy  howitsera  contlnuej 
day  and  night.  It  had  been  hoped  that 
mine-beada  and  other  eaaentials  for  an 
early  resumption  of  operatlona  In  the 
mlne-flelda  might  have  been  spared,  but 
the  enemy  has  done  hIa  work  of  destrflc- 
tion  most  effectively,  and  the  ruined 
buildings  are  used  now  aa  aheltera  for 
his  guns  and  emplacementa  for  hia  ma- 
chine guns.  To  refrain  from  firing  on 
such  placea  would  leave  the  German  gar- 
rtaon  In  Lens  In  almost  impregnable 
lines.  That  part  of  the  front  on  which 
the  electric  light  station  atanda  re- 
semblea  the  moat  shell-pitted  part  of 
VlrAy  Ridge.  Projectilea  making  bolea 
In  the  earth  acarcely  dlatlngulahabla 
from  amall  mine  craters  have  been 
thrown  there  during  the  past  few  days. 
The  retaliation  of  the  enemy  is  light, 
although  now  and  then  when  what  he 
bellevea  la  an  unusual  gathering  In  our 
lines  la  suspected  he  puts  on  a  barrage. 

The  Infantry  activity  along  the  line 
has  been  confined  to  the  exploralon  of 
the  German  trenchea  by  our  patrols. 
Sometimes  theae  are  found  badly  dam- 
aged and  unoccupied,  but  In  these  caaea 
the  enemy  is  occupying  poata  behind 
theae  trenchea. 

In  the  back  area  the  Canadian  infan- 
try la  kept  busy  with  Inatructional 
claaaea.  >fany  thouaanda  of  men  who 
bav«  ^:om«  from  ICngland  racantly  to 
make%;ood  the  waatage  of  April  and  May 
now  are  being  taught  the  lateat  Ideas  In 
handling  bombs,  grenades  and  machlne- 
guna  by  Instructors  who  come  in  from 
the  front  to  give  demonstrations.  After 
theae  leaaons  the  drafta  are  gradually 
put  in  the  trenchea  alongaide  the  ex- 
perienced troopa. 

The  enemy  aircraft  again  are  snowing 
enterprise,  but  fortunately  their  marks- 
manship is  poor  and  their  bombs  fall 
wide  of  the  mark.  This  (Friday)  morn- 
ing I  aaw  a  group  continue  to  play  ball 
while  an  enemy  aeroplane  circled  about 
above  dropping  bombs  In  the  vicinity. 
Last  week  under  similar  condltlona  on 
the  French  front,  when  the  German  air- 
men approached,  a  trumpet  waa  blown 
and  the  people  got  under  cover.  The 
reckleaa  Frenchman  Is  eometlmea  much 
wiser  than  the  common-aense  Britisher.

THE  HAGUE.  May  31,  via  London, 
June  1 — The  Germana  undoubtedly  ex- 
pect heavy  fighting  on  the  Eastern 
front  Recent  arrlvala  In  Holland  state 
that  conalderable  tranaport  of  men  and 
naval  guna  la  going  on  to  the  eaatward. 
The  latter  feature  la  novel,  and' appears 
to  Indicate  a  ahortage  of  heavy  and 
high-angle  field  artillery.  The  latest 
German  communiques  continue  to  refer 
to  the  Increaaing  artillery  duel  along 
the   whole  Eaatern  front. 

The  Frankfurter  Gasette  this  morning 
publlahed  a  leading  article  emphatically 
warning  the  public  that  the  ao-called 
unofficial  truce  la  now  over,  and  that 
the  Entente  haa  apparently  aucceeded 
in  arranging  for  a  eimultaneoua  offen- 
sive on  all  fronts.  The  paper  aaya  that 
the  Kalaer'a  warning  to  the  troopa  on 
the  Weatern  front  that  a  decision  was 
at  hand  referred  to  this  coming  com- 
bined  offensive. 

It  ia  8tgnlflc««)t  that  Theodore  Wolff, 
In  The  Tagcblatt,  warna  the  German 
public  to  abandon  all  hope  of  a  aeparate 
peace  with  Ruaaia,  whilat  the  Dutch 
paciflat  prcaa  tonight  accuaea  the  Ger- 
man Chancellor  of  clumalneas  In  hia 
treatment  of  the  Russian  aituatlon. 

It  la  learned  from  well-Informed 
aourcea  that  the  German  military  party 
waa  anxloua  to  deal  a  amashlng  .ilow 
on  the  Ruaalan  front  during  the  crlaia 
of  the  revolution,  but  were  prevented 
by  the  complete  impossibility  of  with- 
drawing men  and  guns  from  the  West- 
ern front. 

Baaalaa  Army  OhaaffM  la  VaaUay 

PETROGRAD,  May  31,  via  London, 
June  1. — A  conference  of  soldiers  dele- 
gatea  from  unlta  now  at  the  front  ha« 
paaaed  resolutions  dealing  with  the  ao- 
called  fraternisation.  The  conference 
declarea  that  information  published  in 
the  preaa  waa  exaggerated.  laolated 
caaea  were  not  unknown  at  prevloua 
stages  of  the  war,  but  did  not  affect 
the  fighting  spirit  of  the  army.  The 
truth  was  that  the  army  was  under- 
going a  process  of  transformation  from 
which  the  men  were  to  Issue  stronger 
and    more   conscious   of   duty. 

With  regard  to  deaerters,  the  confer- 
ence waa  of  the  opinion  that  thia  re- 
proach waa  In  no  wise  applicable  to  the 
unlta  at  the  front.  The  maaa  of  deser- 
tlona  occurred  exclusively  from  unlta  In 
the  Interior.  Sometimes  fighting  units 
awaiting  rcinforcemcnta  received  a  red 
flag  bearing  the  Inscription  "AVar  till 
Victory,"  but  the  company  that  Wai  to 
'  bring  It   failed  to  appear. 

The  conference  welcomed  the  order 
that  all  deaertera  ahould  be  punished 
with  extreme  aeverlty.

From  semi-official  sources  thet^e  In- 
stances were  obtained  today,  lIluHtraUnK 
the  tremendoua  losses  of  the  cneniy'^i 
forces:  On  May  19,  four  divLslons  (ap- 
proximately 60.000  troops)  which  vulnfy 
defended  positions  between  Auzsa  and 
Frlgldo.  were  practically  wiped  out.  On 
the  next  day  two  desperate  attempts  to 
recapture  Alllngortmont,  positions  in 
the  Vodlce  sector  and  around.  Masxif 
cost  the  Austrlans  at  least  three  full 
regiments    (nearly    15,000   men).

Front  dUpatches  today  declared  these 
vast  losae.s  and  the  Incessant  poundtiiK 
of  Italian  and  Britiuh  guns  had  achieved 
a  telling  effect 'on  the  enemy.  I'rlwoii- 
erH  told  of  exhausted  rcgiincii''*  a^id  loss 
of  morale. 

General  (^adornii  callpil  a  halt  In  his 
advance  today  to  permit  briiiEluK  up  of 
new  supplies  and  preparation  for  far- 
ther attacks.  It  was  .stated  tlmt  tlio 
Italians  now  hope  to  talie  Trieste  with 
the  smallest  amount  of  dcRtrii>'tlor  pos- 
sible to  that  historic  city.  The  'jinr.a  of 
Allied  warships  in  the  Gulf  will  not  l>e 
directed  on  the  city   if  possible  to  avoid

Ma  oae  -eaa  claim  the  Admiralty  la 
perfect,  fto  perfeotloa  la  unknown  In 
say  OeveraaieBt  department.  But  what 
the  Navy  has  .aoeesipliahed  is  a  moao- 
naeat  to  Ita  elBeleacy  that  overshadowa 
all  Its  great^  traditions.  There  has  never 
been  auch  an  epic  of  achievement  In  all 
the  blatory  of  Sea  Power.  Oermaay'a 
proapecta  of  world  domination  vantabed 
on  the  night  In  July.  1914.  when  Brt- 
taln'a  fleet  took  up  Ita  atatlona  In  the 
North  Bea.  Ceathiuoualy  since  then  the 
enagiy  has  aought  to  break  the  power 
standing  between  him  and  the  realisa- 
tion of  his  ambitions.  His  submarines 
have  night  and  day  aought  their  prey. 
Once  he  challenged  the  Grand  Fleet  In 
open  battle  and  waa  forced  back  to  bis 
porU  badly  shattered.  The  grip  on  hia 
economic  life  haa  been  relentless  and 
ever  tightening,  and  the  morale  of  hIa 
seaman  haa  been  so  badly  shaken  that 
he  win  only  flght  now  when  the  odda 
are  greatly  In  Ms  fa'Vor.  We  do  not 
mean  to  say  that  the  German  High  Seaa 
Fleet  win  not  come  out  from  Its  hiding 
places  again.  In  fact  we  feel  certain  it 
will,  but  the  policy  that  will  direct  Ita 
'.course  will  lie  oae  of  despair,  and  ita 
fate  will  be  no  lesa  certain. 

Notwithatanding  ita  great  preoccupa- 
tion in  the  North  Sea,  which  is  the  nerve 
centre  of  Empire  in  this  world  war.  the 
Navy,  on  ita  aeveral  occasons.  has  mads 
its  Influence  f^t  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth.  Under  its  aegis  Britain's  armies 
are  able  to  flght  in  every  clime.  If  it 
had  not  held  command  of  the  seas  the 
Dominions  would  have  been  unable  to 
render  any  help  In  the  conflict  In  Kur- 
~W^  Instead  they  would  haTe  had  -to- 
defend  themselves  against  a  powerful 
and  ruthless  enemy,  and  not  one  of 
them  was  prepared  to  offer  realstance 
with  any  hope  of  auccess.  The  Domin- 
lona  owe  their  welfare  and  Immunity 
from  the  ravages  of  war  to  the  Grand 
Fleet. 

When  you  hear  anyone  criticizing  tha 
Admiralty  because  it  has  not  wiped  out 
the  submarine  menace  stop  for  a  mo- 
ment and  consider  what  is  the  Navjr'a 
taak.  Remember  that  it  has  to  keeil 
continued  command  of  the  eea — net  one 
sea  but, many — and  that  when  it  fights 
the  enemy  it  ia  the  height  of  wisdom, 
under  conditlona  of  modem  warfare, 
that  the  flght  should  Uke  place  on  Us 
own  terms.  The  activities  of  the  sub- 
marine, aotivltles  which  are  ateadily  b^- 
ing  circumscribed,  only  offer  a  temporary 
limiUtion  to  Britain's  Bea  Power.  Sub- 
marines have  itiade  no  progress  in 
breaking  the  atrangle  hold  on  Germany's 
economio  life.  They  have,  it  la  true,  in- 
flicted hardships  on  the  people  of  tb* 
United  Kingdom,  but  patriotism  is  able 
to  bear  these  without  grumbling.  T|ie 
fact  that  they  exist  will  not  impair  by 
one  iota  the  Invlaelble  truat  of  the  Em- 
Empire  In  the  ability  of  the  Navy,  te 
cope  with  all  emergencies.

Nova  Scotia  In  many  reapecta  Is  like 
British  Columbia.  The  latter  on  a  much 
larger  scale  is  a  sort  of  physical  replica 
of  the  former.  Consequently  similar 
problems  arise,  and  one  of  them  Is  the 
necessity  for  Increased  shipbuilding. 
Nova  Scotia  In  the  old  days  was  a  great 
shipbuilding  Province,  and  had  more 
ships  -and  ahlpplng  to  her  per  capita 
credit  than  any  other  country  in  the 
world.  Her  navigators  were  renownel 
all  oVer  the  aeaa  for  their  akill.  Steel 
ships  gradually  came  in.  and  the  glory 
of  the  old  shipping  days  gradually  de- 
parted. Today  steel  In  quantities  Is  hard 
to  get.  and  we  have  had,  on  this  Coast, 
at  least,  to  come  back  to  wooden  ahlps 
as  a  temporary  expedient. 

In  Brltlah  Columbia  It  was  realized 
that  aomethlng  must  be  done  locally  to 
relieve  the  shortage  of  bottoms  If  our 
export  trade  waa  to  exist  at  all.  A  i>ol- 
Icy  was  adopted  by  the  late  Government 
to  assist,  the  datatle  of  which  are  famil- 
iar to  readera  In  this  connection,  Tbe 
"Colonlat  a  little  time  age  referred  to  an 
Important  speech  nude  by  Premier  If  ur- 
ray,  of  Nova  Bcotla.  and  to  a  |neasure 
which  he  waa  about  to  Introduce  Into 
the  liOglslature  to  assist  shipbuilding 
In  that  Province.  The  bill  referred  to 
has  just  come  to  hand.  It  Is  somewhat 
en  the  Ilnea  of  the  British  Columbia 
measure,  so  far  aa  the  appointment  of  a 
commission,  to  direct  operations  under 
authority  of  the  Act.  Is  concerned,  but 
the  powers  of  the  oommlsalonera  are 
much  wider,  and  there  are  no  reatrte- 
tiona  oonflnlng  the  ships  built  or  oper- 
ated under  It  to  carry  exclualvely  the 
products  af  the  Province.  It  Is  evident 
In  this  thet  Nova  Scotia  has  taken  a 
broad  view  of  the  situation.  That  la  te 
aa)-,  the  point  of  view  waa  that  one  of 
the  Empire's  needs  waa  at  the  present 
time  for  ships,  and  the  Lcgialature  of 
Nova  Scotia  la  placing  to  the  credit  of 
the  commission  a  credit  of  |1,tM,000  aa 
her  quota  to  their  building.  Nova  Sao- 
tie,  on  the  Atlantic  ceaat.  In  the  line  of 
a  great  commerce,  la.  however,  in  a  dif- 
ferent pealtlen  from  Britieh  Columbia, 
which  for  lack  of  shipping  facilities  of 
any  Irind  for  reaching  the  lumber  aaar- 
fcata  ef  the  world,  waa  virtually  eem- 
polled  to  aupply  Ita  own  needs,  aad  te 
restrict  ships  built  upon  the  aegis  of  the 
commlealoa  te  local  produeta  so  far  aa 
the  needs  ef  traflk  required  It.  The 
aasds  af  any  partlea  ef  the  Empire  just 
now  are  the  needa  of  all  tbe  other  par- 


In  regard  to  the  majority  recommenda- 
tions of  the  recent  commission  to  In- 
quire Into  transportation  facilities  In 
Canada.  The  views  expressed  have  been 
almost  unanimously  opposed.  Now  we 
have  the  views  of  some  of  the  leading 
newspapers  of  London,  three  of  which 
are  before  us.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  the  Grand  Trunk  has  been  from 
the  flrst  an  English  promotion,  and  that 
all  the  money  Invested  In  it  has  been 
invested  by  British  capitalists.  There- 
fore, flnandal  circles  of  the  Old  Country 
are  greatly  Interested  in  any  proposal 
affecting  the  future  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Railway. 

The  Times,  "rhe  Morning  Post  and  The 
Dally  Telegraph  practically  express  the 
same  opinion.  They  think  It  would  be 
very  unfair,  speaking  from  that  stand- 
point alone,  to  have  the  control  taken 
away  from  London  and  vested  In  Can- 
ada under  Government  control  without 
a  purchase  price  being  paid  which  w(A]ld 
be  fair  to  the  shareholdera.  which  ob- 
vloualy  would  be  beyond  the  power  of 
Canada  to  pay.  They  point  out  that 
while  the  Grand  Trunk  in  years  past 
was  not  a  paying  Investment,  and,  there- 
fore, a  matter  for  additional  considera- 
tion, It  has  been  a  great  factor  in  the 
development  of  eastern  Canada.  Its  ne- 
cessities in  just  recent  times  have 
arisen  from  war  conditions  and  from 
the  burdens  of  a  subsidiary  line  in  the 
West  which  were  thrust  on  the  share- 
holders against  the  judgment  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  management.

We  stand  taxation  and  other  burdens 
for  the  good  of  the  community.

Lieut.  Armstrong  drew  a  striking 
word  picture  of  the  men  from  Canada 
on  service  at  ^he  front,  of  the  many 
pointed  throughout  France  where  the 
thousands  of  small  crosses,  dotting  the 
line  of  battle,  testified  to  the  heroic 
sacrifices  they  have  made  for  the  Em- 
pire. The  greatest  Incentive  to  the 
young  men  at  home  should  be  the 
memory  of  the  boys  whose  graves  a( 
"Tpres,  Courcellette  and  Vimy  Ridge 
bore  mute  testimony  to  the  bravery 
which  had  brought  such  honor  to  the 
Dominion  and  made  her  sons  rank 
among  the  bravest  of  the  brave.  He 
pictured  a  battalion  of  "green  men"  at 
a  church  service  on  the  eve  of  an  at- 
tack when  they  would   "go  acroas"   for 


wlU  ace  then  ttuwagh,  eeascripttoa  mast 
come." 

Miss  Doyle,  of  Toronto,  aroused  en- 
thMslasm  as  she  apoke  of  the  work  done 
by  the  weaten  of  her  city  for  the  Greet 
war  Veterana'  AaaocUtlon.  She  aoored 
the  polltlclane  and  created  amuaement 
when  ahe  referred  to  sutemenu  made 
by  her  at  a  acssion  of  the  I.O.D.E.  here 
derogatory  to  the  politicians,  and  after 
that  meeting  nearly  all  tbe  women  pres- 
ent had  expreaaed  their  resentment  and 
asserted  their  husbands  were  not  poli- 
ticians. Canada,  she  deedarett,  has  been 
cursed  with  the  polltlchut.  The  Great 
War  Veterans'  Association  Iiad  nothing 
to  do  with  politics:  its  aim  waa  to  pre- 
serve the  most  precious  thing  the  men 
at  th<B  front  hava  gained — comradeship. 
"IV'e  talk  about  democracy,  but  <s  It 
democracy  not  to  give  every  men  an 
equal  ciwnce?  It  is  an  Insult  to  France, 
that  bore  tbe  brunt  and  aaved  the  Em- 
pire, to  ssy  that  we  are  alavea  If  we 
adopt  conscription.  France  la  down  to 
her  last  man.  and  yet  what  Is  Canada 
doing?  Have  we  atarted  te  fill  poaltions 
lAth  women  In  order  to  let  the  men  goT 
Who  are  tha  alavea  but  ourselvea  If  we 
do  not  now  do  our  duty?" 

Miss  Doyls  deeUred  there  should  be 
a  censorship  of  the  raatlngs  of  those 
aflutors.  whose  only  desire  waa  to  s«- 
curo  "howling  publicity."  The  tabor 
men  asked  that  there  ahould  be  a  vote 
en  conscription.  The  only  real  men  en- 
titled to  vote,  she  averred,  were  at  the 
front,  the  flneat  of  the  laboring  men 
are  there,  and  yet  there  still  remained 
behind  men  too  deaf  to  hear  their- eall. 
Was  it  suggested  that  the  country'a 
verdict  should  be  given  by  those  at  the 
front  or  by  those  at  home  too  blind  to 
recognise  the  tremendous  Issues  depend- 
ent upon  the  outoome  of  the  war  and 
who  merely  sit  around  and  say  'we  are 
the  labor  party'?" 

Mr.  Beaumont  Boggs,  In  strongly  urg- 
ing the  necessity  of  conscription,  Htated 
It  wan  flrst  proposed  for  Canada  by  the 
British  Campaigner^'  Association.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  war  that  organisa- 
tion had  presented  a  resolution'  to  Sir 
Robert  Borden  calling  uiton  the  Gov- 
ernment to  give  effect  to  such  a  meas- 
ure. The  Board  of  Trade  and%other 
publio  bodies  comprising  representatives 
of  every  class  had  heartily  aupported 
the  movement  He  declared  it  to  be  an 
unforiunate  thing  that  there  could  be 
found  a  nutn  representing  labor  In  Vio« 
toria  who  could  attend  the  recent  Wln- 
the-War  Conference  at  Montreal  and 
vote  against  conscription,  the  only  ad- 
verse vote  to  be  there  recorded.  "\  say 
he  was  not  a  representative  of  labor. 
The  Great  War  Veterans'  Association 
haa  called  this  meeting  in  order  that 
the  voice  of  Victoria  may  go  back  to 
the  East  to  show  the  city's  flrm  stand 
in  favor  of  conscription." 

Mr.  Boggs  pointed  to  the  fact  that, 
while  Victoria  had  done  well,  so  had 
other  portions  of  Vancouver  Island  and 
tbe  Gulf  Islands.  "Never  again,  I  hope, 
will  Canadians  speak  disrespectfully  of 
the  men  we  were  wont'  to  call  remit- 
tance men.  At  the  call,  those  men 
rushed  to  the  defence  of  the  Empire. 
Them  we  can  thank  largely  for  the 
splendid  name  th$  Western  bnlts  have 
made  at  the  front." 

Oaaada  Xs  at  War 
"Is  it  right  that  those  who  hSve 
gone  and,  perhaps  been  wounded,  must 
be  recalled  to  the  front  before  they  are 
fit  because  the  reinforcements  from 
home  are  not  forthcoming,"  asked  Mr. 
Boggs,  while  cries  of  "No,  No,"  came 
from  every  part  of  the  hall.  "Then  1 
say  It  Is  for  the  people  of  the  country 
te  force  the  Govertiment,  Liberal  or 
Conservative,  to  realise  only  that  Can- 
ada Is  at  war.  We  want  no  vote  on 
this  question.  Only  those  at  the  front 
have  a   right   to   vote." 

Sergt  Pearce.  D.  C'  M..  a  member  ol 
the  West  Yorkshire  Battalion,  who  re- 
turned home  when  war  waa  declared, 
rejoined  his  old  battalion,  and  was 
among  the  first  of  the  expeditionary 
forces  to  fight  In  Flanders,  told  of  his 
four  brothers  being  killed  at  Ypres. 
"when  the  Canadians  held  back  the  Ger- 
man army."  "We  have  got  to  have 
men.  t  can  tell  you  the  men  In  the 
trenches  said  'Thank  God'  when  the 
flrat  seppelln  visited  England.  I  woke 
up  the  stay-at-homes.  I  saw  things  in 
France  the  first  few  months  I  was  there 
I  can  never  forget.  Germany  Is  after 
world-power.  Canada  Is  a  country  she 
wants.  That  magnificent  navy  la  what 
is  saving  you  here.  Tbe  best  blood  and 
brains  of  the  Empire  have  gone.  We 
hnve  got  to  have  men;  the  only  way  to 


get  afur  the  alacker.  With  the  mea  at 
tha  front  fighting  and  dying  for  thes* 
at  hoaoe.  sarely,  he  aald.  "no  step 
aheold  be  smUtefl  that  woaM  pe<-mH  ef 
adequate  auppert  belag  given  to  them. 
Much  waa  aaJd  about  conscription  ot 
wealth,  but."  Mr.  Hart  atated.  "that 
would  follow,  for  with  the  Iromenaewar 
debt  to  meet,  tha  profiteer  would  sooner 
or  later  have  to  pay  his  share.  If  the 
war  was  loet.  It  would  not  matter  wbo 
had  the  money. 

"The  call  for  relnforcdro*"ta  i«  «"in«-

"If  there  are  onljr  slackers  left  and  ne 
men  who  ara  fit  to  so  to  tha  front"  aba 
asserted,  "If  those  men  behind  arc  not  pos- 
sessed of  backbone  enoush  to  protaot  tbair 
mothers,  sisters  and  s«aathearts.  I  ask  70a 
woman  of  Victoria  to  support  mo  la  this 
that  If  the  Oovemment  csnnot  bring  I" 
conscription  wa  women  will  voluatear  to 
go  te  the  front.

Some  French-Canadian  leaders  profess 
that  they  have  no  objection  to  fighting 
If  the  Germans  should  come  over  and 
attack  Canada.  One  would  imagine  that 
the  wlaest  policy  In  the  Interest  of  self, 
defence  would  be  to  go  over  where  they 
may  be  beat  Prevented  from  getting 
over  to  Canada  In  the  future. 


Within  a  very  short  time  now  we 
shall  have  a  clesrer  vision  of  the  de- 
sife  that  exists  In  Canada  for  a  more 
vlgoroua  prosecution  of  the  war.  It  Is 
necessary  that  the  air  should  be  clari- 
fied and  the  nation  Informed  whether  it 
Is  to  descend  Into  political  controversy 
or  If  both  parties  are  to  unite  for  the 
defeat  of  Germany. 


M.  Henri  Bouraasa  says  the  estsblish.

That  la  one  of  the 
moot  excellent  arguments  la  Its  fhvor 
wa  have  heard,  for  there  Is  a  very  large 
percentage  of  Europeans  we  will  not 
wish  here  In  the  years  ts  coma 


though  not  as  yet  cognisant  of  the 
trial  ahead  of  him.  Those  men  were 
not  as  a  German  prisoner  had  describ-

Battalions  just  ar- 
rived  In  England  were  broken  up  In 
order  that  relnforcementa  could  be 
rushed  over  the  channel.  The  voluntary 
system  had  reached  the  point  where  It 
could  no  longer  meet  the  demands  for 
man  power,  and  some  other  plan  has 
to   be    tried. 

Lieutenant  Armstrong  did  not  believe 
that  there  would  be  any  objection  to 
conscription  were  It  totter  understood. 
While  one  must  deprecate  the  view  of 
the  people  of  Quebec,  It  aas  apparent 
they  are  misguided.^  The  22nd  Battal- 
ion, a  French  Canadian  corps,  had  done 
great  pervlce  and  proved  Itself  one  of 
the  tost  England,  he  stated,  was  far 
happier  and  steadier  under  conacrip- 
tlon  than  at  any  time  since  Auguat  4. 
1914.  The  burden  of  the  war  is  now 
more  equitably  distributed.  Conscrip- 
tion has  been  shown  to  to  the  proper 
and  intelligent  direction  of  the  human 
and  material  power  to  one  end.

Mr.  E.  C.  B.  Bagshawe  declared  it 
was  not  a  question  Of  whether  British 
Columbia  had  done  her  ahare.  but  that 
every  portion  of  Canada  must  do  ail  It 
possibly  can.  Those  who  opposed  con- 
scription, he  stated,  were  traitors.  Were 
those  men  who  were  content  to  make  a 
noise  to  be  sllowed  to  rule  Canada  to 
prevent  her  utmost  effort  fer  the  great 
cause?  Every  eligible,  fit  for  military 
service,  must  do  his  shsre. 

Mr.  A.  Talt  declared  he  did  not  like 
the  Idea  of  conscription,  but  the  volun- 
tary system  has  failed  and  the  pledge 
given  by  Sir  Retort  Borden  to  the 
Motherland  has  not  yet  been  fulfilled. 
He  declared  It  to  to  ridiculous  that  a 
man  like  Taylor,  who  represented  the 
Trades  and  Lator  Council  at  the  Wln- 
the-War  convention  should  have  toen 
sent  when  he  did  not  voice  the  true 
sentiments  of   the  Istor  element. 

Strong  support  of  the  conscription 
Idea  was  also  given  by  Mr.  H.  White, 
who  declared  the  "slacker"  waa  worse 
than  the  German,  for  the  latter  at 
least  fought  for  his  country. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Talt  preaented  the  resolu- 
tion in  support  of  which  Mr.  II.  W.

Advices  has  been  received  by  Mr.  F. 
G.  Bmlthson,  of  the  Bank  of  British 
North  America,  Duncan,  that  hla  twin 
brother.  Second  Lieut.  Gerald  Cecil 
Smithson,  has  been  awarded  the  Mili- 
tary Cross  for  conspicuous  gallantry 
in  the  Salonlca  flghtlng  zone.  The  of- 
flcer  l8  well  knowtLJn_VJctoxJa  and_ln_ 
the  Cowichan  district.  The  text  of 
the  offlclal  announcement  reads: 

"Under  authority  granted  by  His 
Majesty  the  King,  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  has  been  pleased  tn  approve  the 
grant  of  the  Military  Cross  to  ihe  un- 
dermentioned  oflflcers: 

"Second  Lieut.  Gerald  Cecil  Smith- 
son,  2-23  (County  of  London  Batta- 
aion),  the  London  Regiment  (T.F.) 
During  the  assault  on  the  night  of 
March  23,  1917,  this  office.-  was  in 
charge  of  a  patrol  of  two  men  sen>. 
forward  to  watch  one  of  the  cxl's  from 
the  redoubt.  He  heard  a  party  of  the 
enemy  moving  off  through  some  high 
weeds  which  prevented  him  ascertain- 
ing the  strength  of  the  hostile  party. 
With  great  gallantry  and  promptness 
of  action  he  led  his  patrol  through  the 
reeds  directly  on  to  the  hostile  p.arly, 
and  In  the  face  of  fire  from  tlieir 
superior  numbers  compelled  four  of 
them  to  surrender  to  his  .-imail  patrol. 
This  officer's  conduct  under  tire  has  on 
several  previous  occasions  been  brought 
to   notice." 

Lieut,  Smithson  pr<or,  to  onllsting 
was  a  member  of  Messrif.  Dwyer  Sc 
Smithson,  clothiers,  of  Duncan.  While 
serving  with  the  7th  Batiallon  In 
France  in  September,  1915,  he  was 
wounded  by  shrapnel  and  was  treated 
la  a  Manchester  hospital  for  four 
months,  after  which  he  was  awarded  a 
commission  In  the  Imoerlal  army  with 
the  London  Regiment.  Leaving  for 
France  in  May,  1916,  he  was  trans- 
ferred three  months  later  with  liis 
regiment   to   the   Salonlca  front.

(ihort  time  a(fO,  but  Ills  deteuitlon  by 
the  enemy  was  not  for  long.  While  a 
prisoner  he  watched  eagerly  for  an  op- 
portunity of  escape,  and  when  It  final- 
ly occurred  he  did  ndt  hesitate  to  talce 
full  advantage  of  it. 

In   spite   of   the    heavy  Are,    iie    man-- 

aged  tu  get  away  from  his  captors 
wi-thout  arousing  any  suspicion  until  he 
was  safe  behind  the  British  lines 
again.  While  a  captive  he  secured 
valuable  information  concerning  the 
plans  of  the  enemy  and  these  be  con- 
veyed to  the  officers  of  his  own  forces 
when    he   returned. 

Lieut.  Cockeram  is  a  son  of  Mrs.  E. 
Cockeram.  of  2629  Longbranch  Av- 
enue, and  a  brother  of  Miss  Evelyn 
Cockeram,  both  teachers  at  Miss  Ash- 
worth's  School,  Oak  Bay.  He  went 
overseas  in  the  early  Spring  of  1915 
with  the  30th  Battalion  under  Lieut.- 
Col.  John  H«ll.  He  was  then  serving 
in  the  ranka  and  was  with  the  Can- 
adian forces  through  the  heavy  fighting 
of  April  and  May,  1916.  He  was 
wounded  at  Festubert  and  as  a  result 
lost  one  of  his  fingers  by  amputation. 
In  March  last  he  returned  to  the  front 
after  a  long  period  in  Knglish  hos- 
pitals. Since  that  time  he  has  held 
commissioned  rank  in  the  Buffs.

and  their  relation  te  land  settlement 
and  agriculture,  has  only  just  returned 
from  a  mora  or  leas  extended  trip  to 
Xnrepe«  daring  which  he  spent  some 
time  in  rren««.

On  Fiiday  next,  the  Canadian'  Club 
will  hftva  for  Ite  gueat  Mr.  Jantaa 
WMte,  aaalstaat  chairman  of  the  Can* 
ndinn  Commission  on  conaervatlon.

Within  a  short  time  the  Government 
■will  bring  Into  effect  the  new  aystem, 
provided  for  under  the  act  passed  at  the 
last  aesslon  of  the  Legislature,  whereby 
a  change  in  th».  auditing  department  ot 
tha  Provincial  accounts  will  be  made, 
by  the  appointment  of  a  number  of  new 
officers,  including  a  comptroller-gen- 
eral, an  auditor  of  revenues,  auditor  ot 
expenditures,  and  a  purchasing  agent. 
It  is  probable  that  the  change  will  bo 
made  effective  aa  from  July  1. 

To  whom  will  go  the  appointments, 
all  of  them  important  ones,  is  aa  yet 
being  kept  a  profound  secret.  Rumor 
has  it  that  one  of  the  leading  mem- 
bere  aof  the  sUff  of  Messrs.  Price, 
TVHtorheuse  St  Company,  the  accounting 
firm  which  was  engaged  by  the  Oov- 
ernment  aoon  after  its  advent  to  of- 
fice, to  make  an  audit  of  the  financial 
affairs  of  the  Province,  has  been  offer- 
ed   the   position   of   comptroller-general. 

There  are  many  applications  in  for 
the  positions,  many  of  the  applicants 
making  it  patent  that  they  are  not  at 
all  particular  what  position  they  get  so 
long  as  they  get  one. 

Within  a  short  time  the  Government 
will  be  called  upon  to  make  a  large 
number  of  appointments.  In  addition  to 
the  above,  there  are  those  to  be  made 
to  the  new  l4ind  Settlement  board  un- 
der the  direction  of  which  the  new 
land  policy  of  the  Qovernment  will  bo 
carried  on  aa  well  as  the  system  of 
farm  loans  which  has  hitherto  been 
carried  on  by  the  Agricultural  Credits 
Board,  a  creation  of  the  late  Govern- 
ment, and  the  demise  of  which  jrAm  or- 
dered by  the  present  administration  at 
the  recent  session.  Seven  members  will 
be  named  for  that  board,  one  of  whom. 
Mr.  Maxwell  Smith,  has  already  been 
appointed.  This  board  will  also  have 
the  necessary  subordinates,  valuators, 
etc. 

Then  there  are  the  six  district  en- 
gineers who  must  be  appointed  undi* 
the  authority  of  the  Mineral  Survey 
Act,  with  needed  subordinates,  all  posi- 
tions which  may  be  considered  In  the 
nature  of  "plums."  There  Is  al^o  the 
commissioner  who  will  administer  the 
Civil  Service  act.  an  appointment  which 
will  shortly  be  announced,  and  should 
the  Minister  of  Mines  decide  to  bring 
into  effect  his  act  to  permit  of  the  es- 
tablishing of  sanrpllng  works,  concen- 
trators, amelters,  and  a  host  of  other 
aids  to  the  mining  Industry,  there  will 
be  an  ample  line  of  positions  to  be 
filled. 

The  taxation  commission  Is  another 
body  that  will  call  for  appointments  to 
more  or  less  lucrative  positions,  and  the 
new  Department  of  Labor  will,  though 
perhape  iiot  In  the  Immediate  future, 
csU  for  aome  appointments  to  the  poni- 
tlen  of  deputy  minister  and  aabordin- 
atea.

In  the  introduetery  renwrks  tha 
spaakar  referred  ta  herself  aa  a  mare 
chattel  of  Quebeo  and  expreaaad  her 
pleaaura  in  being  prlvilegad  to  greet 
the  newly  enfranehiaed  citisens  of 
British  Columbia,  and  to  congratulate 
them  upon  all  their  new  atatua  ■  meadt 
to  tha  women  of  diataat  Qaebec,  aa 
well  aa  to  all  the  womanhood  of  Can- 
ada. , 

"In    bringing    you    the    greetings    of 
tba  Daughtera  of  tha  Kmpire  In  Mont- 
real,"  continued    this   speaker,    "may   I

Do  net  let  us  eelebrat*  thia  fiftieth  an- 
nlTorserjr  of  Confadaratlon  by  carrying 
our  minds  a  feeling  against  Quebec

"These  of  us  who  know  tha  French 
in  Quebec,  knoor  that  apy  lack  of  re* 
aponse  upon  their  part  haa  been  due 
to  lack  of  proper  recruiting  organisa- 
tion, and  education  as  to  the  issues. 
Our  public  men  are  at  last  reallilng 
that  fact  and  trying  to  remedy  it.  Let 
ua  remember  that  criticisms  and  bitter- 
ness at  thia  time  only  hamper  that  'en- 
tente cordlale,'  which  must  cement  the 
bonds  of  a  united  Canada,  and  what 
better  gift  can  we  bring,  than  this 
tolerance,  this  entente,  this  understand- 
ing, as  our  tribute  to  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  Confederation — this  measura 
for  which  our  fathers  struggled,  this 
first  atep  toward  a  united  Rmplre.  for 
which  their  sons  are  today  laying  down 
tlieir  Uvea  to  maintain.  Will  you  also 
forgive  the  personal  reference,  if  1 
say  that  I  am  myself  a  Scotoh  Presby- 
terian ao  that  my  testimony  may  per- 
haps bear  the  more  weight  as  being 
unbiassed." 

Continuing,  she  expressed  her  satis- 
faction in  having  her  paper  placed  last 
on  the  agenda,  which  aha  said  gave 
her  almost  an  unfair  advantage  of  hav- 
ing listened  to  all  the  previous  speak- 
ers tKYoughout  the  sessions.  "Had  I 
spoken  to  you  the  first  day,"  said  the 
speaker,  "I  should  have  spoken  to 
strangers.  Today  I  face  you  as 
friends  whose  names  have  long  been 
familiar  to  me  in  the  pages  of  nchoes; 
but  whose  kind  hospitality  will  ever 
be  to  us  all,  a  cherished  memory,  as 
truly  inspiring  as  that  wonderful  spirit 
of  Western  optimism  which  we  have 
In  some  measure  absorbed.  That  won- 
derful Intangible  bend  of  sentiment  can 
alone  annihilate  the  distance  that  Ilea 
between  the  Bast  and  West,  binding 
together  communities  of  such  diver- 
gent local  interests,  climates,  races  and 
creeds  aa  we  find  here  in  Canada. 

"This  can  best  be  accomplished  by 
frequent  meetings  and  personal  com- 
munication, and  an  organisation  like 
tha  Daughters  of  the  ICmpIre,  which 
can  bring  the  ESaat  and  West  together 
in  close  personal  touch.  Is  fulfilling  a 
most  Important  function  in  our  nation- 
al   life. 

Talne  or  Orrenlsntlon 

"The  Daughters  of  the  EraiVe  were 
certainly  mora  fortunate  or  more  prov- 
ident than  most  patriotic  women  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  war,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  they  had  an  organisation. 
Through  the  14  years  of  our  existence 
we  bu  tided  better  than  we  knew,  for 
with  all  the  varied  reeoi%  of  work,  tha 
I.O.D.B.  has  to  Its  credit,  the  greatest 
work  of  all  perhaps  has  been  the  per- 
fecting of  our  organisation.  It  stands 
out  today  the  most  perfectly  organised 
woman's  society  tn  the  Bmpire,  liter- 
ally a  atanding  army  of  patriotic  wo- 
men, aome  SS.OOO.  which  can  be  put 
Into  motion  almost  Instantaneously  at 
tha  call  of  tha  National  Z^xeeutlve  In 
Toronto. 

"There  Is  no  true  patriotism,  no  true 
love  of  country  without  the  Spirit  of 
unity.  It  Is  something  above  the  price 
of  money,  or  of  national  wealth  te 
create,  but  woman  can  help  to  create 
it.  W^  are  building  It  In  this  organis- 
ation, we  are  building  it  by  such  a 
gathering  aa  thia. 

"We  must  ariae  In  our  tmagieatlona 
to  the  responsibility  of  those  who  wear 
on  their  peraatu  the  flag  of  our  Bm- 
plro— tha  Union  Ja^k — that  wonderful 
flag  which  has  gone  eut  to  the  ends 
of  tha  earth,  and  wherever  it  has  gone 
It  has  been  tba  symbol  of  justice  and 
liberty  and  fair  dealing  between  men. 
Far  Into  tha  world  it  haa  gone,  so  that 
there  la  net  a  free  land  nor  a  free 
mind  anywhere  that  wenid  not  auBer 
If  that  flag  ahouM  fall.  It  atreama  out 
of  an  hlatorfo  paet.  on  Into  the  agee  to 
come,  bearing  lu  meaaage  af  goodwill 
to  all  fr«e  men.  its  meaaage  of  hope 
to  all  who  are  in  cbalna;  It  knows  no 
time:  It  la  alwaye  ta  tke  aunahtna 
aemowhera.

PtMBSION  TO  Sll 

Vancouver  Resident  ^o  Paid 
Large  Sum  for  Lands  Wants 
Government  to  Complete 
Transaction. 


Bither  a  Crown  grant  of  lands  she 
purchased  In  1310  %md  for  which  ahe 
paid  the  <^vernment  9312,0ta  or  per- 
mlaalon  to  sue  the  Province  for  the  re- 
turn of  the  money  waa  the  plea  Mr.  O. 
G.  McOeer,  Liberal  member  for  Rich- 
mond, made  before  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil yesterday  morning  on  behalf  of  his 
client,  Mrs.  Atkins,  of  Vancouver.  The 
matter  has  been  before  the  present 
Government  on  several  previous  occa- 
alona,  on  representations  made  by  Mrs. 
Atkins,  but  so  far  no  action  has  been 
taken   by   the  Government 

Mrs.  Atkins,  in  ItlO,  purchased  from 
the  former  Government  some  thlrty*slx 
square  miles  of  so-called  agricultural 
lands  in  the  Bear  River  diatrict.  along 
the  line  of  the  P.  O.  E.  She  had  in 
mind  a  colonisation  scheme.  The  par- 
chase  price,  1312,000.  waa  paid  by  her. 
The  late  Government  virtually  agreed 
to  give  her  a  crown  grant  to  the  land, 
but  before  this  was  done  It  went  out 
of  power  and  the  new  Government  tPok 
oflloe.  In  view  of  that  promise  she 
claims  that  in  the  absence  of  any  proof 
of  fraud  or  error  the  promise  of  the 
former  administration  should  be  carried 
out  by  the  present. 

Objection  to  the  Issuance  of  the 
cown  grant  haa  been  made  by  Hon.  T. 
D.  Pattullo,  Minister  of  Lands,  who 
holds  that  a  large  section  of  the  land 
which  was  sold  to  Mrs.  Atkins  waa  not 
second  class  or  agricultural  lands,  that 
is,  that  it  contained  less  than  fi,000  feet 
per  acre  of  merchantable  timber,  but 
that  much  of  it  came  within  the 
category  of  timber  landa  containing 
more  than  that  quantity  of  timber  per 
acre. 

Before  the  Executive  Council  yaater- 
day  a^r.  McOeer  argued  that  much  of 
the  lumber  on  the  lands  could  not  be 
considered,  under  the  1010  classifica- 
tion, as  merchantable  timber  In  that 
there  were  then  no  tranaportatton  or 
milling  facilities  in  the  diatrict  and  the 
most  of  the  timber  wan  apruce.  Aa  be- 
fore tha  crown  could  be  aued  for  a  re-

GETS  $600  DAMAGES 
FOR  FRACTURED  JAW 

Damages  to  the  amount  of  9000  for 
his  fractured  Jaw  and  rib,  which  were 
the  extent  of  his  Injuries  when  he  fell 
through  a  plank  at  the  Thuraton-Fla- 
vclle  Mill  at  Port  Moody,  have  been 
awarded  by  Mr.  Justice  Gregory  to  F. 
e.  Robertson,  a  carpenter  and  mill- 
T.Tlght.  living  on  Powell  Street,  Van- 
couver. Tba  plaintiff  claimed  9ie.000 
damages  at  common  law  or  In  the  al- 
ternative tS.fiOO  under  the  Employers 
Liability  act.  The  Judgment  for  9«00 
was  under  the  latter  act. 

Plaintiff  was  at  work  on  the  floor 
known  as  the  loading  dock,  the  hoards 
of  which  had  been  removed  and  planka 
placed  across  to  act  as  scaffolding,  upon 
which  the  plaintiff  worked.  The  plank 
was  defective  and  gave  way  and  tha 
plaintiff  alleged  negligent  auperlnten- 
dence  on  the  part  of  the  foreman. 

The  defence  was  that  proper  inatruc- 
tlons  were  given  the  plaintiff  and  he 
was  sufficiently  experienced  to  know 
what  was  required  to  make  the  place 
safe,  and  he  fell  aa  tha  result  of  hia 
own  negligence.

Gooderham  asserted 
that  It  waa  the  duty  of  all  to  expreas 
en  eptatan,  a  few  more  participated 
with  the  result  of  69  for  Toronto  and 
K3  for  Hamilton.  Many  of  thoao  voting 
for  Toronto  then  declnrad  that  they 
did  so  only  to  back  up  tho  unwritten 
law  of  the  Order.  Hamilton  waa  theae- 
upem  awarded  the  sessions  of  one  day. 

Many  of  the  delegatas  started  on 
their  journeys  home  Inat  night,  but  a 
flnal  session  of  tha  conveotlen  will  be 
held  thia  morning  to  put  through  a 
number  ot  amendmenta  to  the  constltu- 
tioto. 

One  of  the  featurea  of  yeaterday  af- 
temoon'a  session  was  the  presentation 
to  the  National  Chapter  by  l(rs.  J. 
Blllott  Longataff,  of  New  Tork.  preal- 
dent  of  the  I.O.D.B.B.  of  the  United 
States,  of  a  large  embroidered  taaignia 
of  tha  Order.

A  plea  for  the  alignment  of  the  wo- 
men of  Canada  on  the  side  of  the  more 
patriotic,  less  materialistic,  less  grasp- 
ing politics  that  is  about  to  enter  Can- 
adian Ufa,  for  patience  with  the  ra- 
tamed  soldier,  although  be  may  b«  ex-

purification  of  the  public  life  of  Can- 
ada. Women  must  aid  In  the  solu- 
tion of  the  problems  that  are  facing 
the  country,  she  aatd. 

"There  are  bound  to  be  many  changes 
In  the  political  life  of  the  Dominion 
after  the  war,  some  of  them  more  rad- 
ical possibly,  than  we  have  ever 
dreamed  of."  said  Mrs.  Oooderham.

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minion.  Now,  do  not  make  the  mis 
take  of  thinking  that  I  am  criticizing 
the  leaders  of  either  of  our  parties, 
for  many  splendid  men  have  done  de- 
voted work  for  the  good  of  Canada  in 
the  capital  cities  of  our  Provinces  and 
the   Dominion. 

"But  we  do  know  how  many  dark 
pages  are  to  be  found  in  the  history 
of  Canada.  This  can  only  be  remedied 
by  the  majority  of  our  voters  earnestly 
endeavoring  to  find  men  of  mind  and 
conscience  to  put  Into  public  ofTlces. 
We  are  convinced  that  the  heart  of  the 
nation  is  sound,  and  that  our  citiaens 
want  the  best  when  they  can  get  it. 
You  have  doubtless  heard  the  returned 
soldiers,  and  the  young  men  and  the 
young  women  who  are  growing  up 
about  us  saying,  that  In  the  future 
Canadians  must  not,  through  their  in- 
difference, allow  selfish  or  mediocre 
men  to  dominate  our  parties.  There 
are  even  those  who  declare  that  If  our 
present  party  system,  with  all  its  ma- 
chlnerj',  does  not  work,  something  will 
have  to  be  done  to  improve  or  re- 
place It. 

"We  have  got  to  study  and  learn 
how  to  guide  ourselves  In  our  political 
life  by  principle,  not  by  prejudice.  One 
cannot  be  a  good  citizen  by  Instinct, 
as  it  were.  It  takes  time  and  thought 
to  learn  to  do  one's  public  duty." 

In  oi>ening  her  address,  Mrs.  Good- 
erham referred  to  the  death  of  the 
Duchess  of  Connaught.  honorary  pres- 
ident of  the  order.  Mrs.  Oooderham 
said:  *

"Since  our  last  meeting  In  Toronto, 
our  order  has  suffered  the  loss  of  our 
former  honorary  president.  H.R.H.  the 
Duchess  of  Connaught,  whose  death  oc- 
curred so  soon  after  her  return  to  Eng- 
land. It  may  not  be  easy  for  Can- 
adian women  to  appreciate  fully  the 
devotion  of  the  Duchess  to  the  cause 
of  the  Allies  and  her  deep  love  for  the 
Empire.  Her  position  was  a  peculiarly 
difHcult  one,  but  the  ties  of  blood  and 
the  sentiment  of  kinship  did  not  cause 
her  to  waver  for  a  moment  In  her  con- 
demnation of  the  Oermany  that  willed 
the  war.  Her  flue  moral  sense  was  re- 
volted by  the  terrible  acts  of  the  Teu- 
tonic leaders,  and  I  can  testify  person- 
ally to  her  deep  grief  over  the  suf- 
fering of  our  men  who  were  prisoners 
In   the  hands  of  the   Oermans. 

"Tou  will  remember  the  special  In- 
terest that  Her  Royal  Highness  took 
In  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  these 
heroes,  whose  lot  was  so  frequently 
worse  than  death.  It  was  her  dearest 
wish  to  do  what  she  could  to  make 
life  In  the  Serman  internment  camps 
easier  for  them.  The  Duchess  was 
truly  British  in  her  conception  of  life 
and  duty,  and  her  love  for  Canada  was 
very  great.  Her  last  public  act  before 
her  fatal  illness  was  the  opening  of 
the  Chatham  Block  of  the  Naval  Hos- 
pital at  Chatham,  uresented  by  the 
women  of  Canada.  When  the  patriotic 
women  of  our  Dominion  ^tarted  the 
fund  that  built  the  Chatham  and  Has- 
lar  Blocks,  during  the  terrible  days  of 
August,  1914,  Her  Royal  Highness  was 
so  Interested  In  the  undertaking  that 
she  expressed  the  desire  to  be  consid- 
ered a  Canadian  woman  in  order  that 
r>he  might  be  the  head  of  the  move- 
m>nt.  In  her  death,  the  British  nation 
lost  a  noble  cltlsen.  and  our  country 
and  order  a  true  friend. 

"On  March  16.  when  the  news  reached 
Canada  of  the  death  of  the  Duchess, 
Mrs.  Auden  cabled  the  Duke  of  Con- 
naught as  follows:  'The  Imperial  Or- 
der. Daughtera  of  the  Ehnplre  send 
profoundsst  sympathy  to  your  Royal 
Highness,  to  the  Princess  Patricia  and 
other  members  of  your  family  in  the 
loss  of  our  beloved  honorary  president.' 
His  Royal  Highness  cabled  in  return: 
'Our  warmest  thanks  to  the  Daughters 
of  the  Empire  for  your  sympathy.' 

"In  October  of  last  year.  Her  Excel- 
lency the  Duchess  of  Devonshire  ac- 
cepted the  position  of  honorary  presi- 
dent of  the  order  as  successor  to  the 
Duchess  of  Connaught.  Most  of 
you  will  heve  seen  her  gracious  letter  of 
acceptance  which  appeared  in  the  De- 
cember issue  of  Echoea,  and  you  will 
all  undoubtedly  Join',  in  welcoming  to 
Canada  a  repreeentatlTS  of  a  family 
whose  nam*  hala  be^ '  so  Intimately 
connected  with  the  htotory  of  the 
Mother    Land. 
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"It  has  given  me  a  creat  deal  of 
pleeaure  to  come  across  the  continent 
to  tbe-Pacillc  Coast  to-n»cet  the  Daugh- 
ters of  the  BmiHre  In- the  beautiful 
city  «t  TleMrto.  This  la  the  first  tlm* 
that  the  Natlenaf  OMpter  has  held  Its 
meeting  Hi  3rltlah  Columbia,  and  the 
preepect  of  ^  vtolt  te  your  Province 
h«a.  I  am  m9*,  ctven  an  added  aeat 
to  this  roVe  meetlac  for  all  of  us 
who  conM  from  reef  11  Canada.  In 
recent    years   we  Caaa41aiM   hare   bean 


crowing  fliore  and  more  appreciative 
of  the  richness  and  variety  of  the  life 
of  our  Dominion.  Every  Province  has 
its  own  maikeJ  individuality,  partly 
due  to  its  traditions,  partly  to  its  lo- 
cation, and  partly  to  its  population. 
These  characteristics  t>ecome  more 
strongly  marked  as  time  goes  on,  and 
yet,  we  are  all  united  by  common 
ideals  of  national  life.  Every  Can- 
adian is  also  aware  of  the  strong  In- 
dividuality of  the  city  of  Victoria, 
which  Is  famed  as  one  of  the  most  de-

In  mentioning 
these  things  I  do  not  wish  you  to  think 
that  I  am  taking  sides,  but  I  do  want 
you  to  realize  how  vital  the  problems 
are,  and  that  women  must  aid  In  their 
solution.  If  we  are  to  step  out  into  a 
day  when  our  nien  'will  dream  dreams 
and  our  youths  will  see  visions,'  we 
have  got  to  study  and  learn  how  to 
guide  ourselves  in  our  political  life  by 
principle,   not   by   prejudice. 

"One  cannot  be  a  good  citizen  hy  in- 
stinct, as  it  were.  It  takes  time  and 
thought  to  Ifarp  to  do  one's  public 
duty.  Daughters  of  the  Empire  muat 
be  the  very  best  of  citizens,  and  yet. 
let  me  repeat  the  warning,  we  ought 
not  to  bring  subjects  that  will  cause 
disagreement  or  controversy  Into  our 
chapters,  not  even  with  the  best  of 
motived.  We  all  have  time  to  keep 
these  two  sets  of  Interests  In  our  lives,! 
and  we  can  accomplish  most  If  we  will 
allow  them  to  remain  separate  and  dis- 
tinct. 

Meet  Trade  Teer  ef  War 

"When  we  met  a  year  ago  It  was 
with  a  feeling  that  the  darkest  days  of 
the  war  were  past.  We  knew  then  that 
that  although  the  final  victory  might 
he  deferred,  the  danger  of  defeat, 
which  had  been  so  much  greater  than 
we  suspected  when  the  Teutonic  powers 
first  launched  themselves  upon  an  un- 
prepared world,  was  forever  gone.  We 
are  now  in  the  midst  of  one  of  the 
most  tragic  periods  of  the  war.  His- 
tory will  doubtless  remember  1S17.  as 
the  year  in  which  the  Central  Powers, 
knowing  ehat  defeat  (was  inevitable 
unless  they  could  terrorise  the  Ail  lee 
Into  accepting  afi  inconclusive  peace, 
stopped  at  nothing  that  miglit  be  ex- 
pected to  shake  our  hearts  and  wills. 
At  least  there  Is  no  thinking  person 
now  who  does  not  understand  that  the 
struggle  Is  the  last  great  fight  be- 
tween democracy  and   autocracy. 

"The  only  freedom  loving  natfona 
that  still  heelUte  to  Join  mm  are  tkose 
that  are  in  a  position 'to  fear  the  Im- 
mediate consequences  of  tievtng  anger- 
ed a  ruthless  government.  The  United 
States  baa  t>ecome  our  ally,  brlagtag 
in  on  the  aide  of  the  Entente  Powers 
their  great  financial  weight  as  well  as 
their  maoees  of  population  from  whieh 
to  draw  futnre  armlee.  We  have  been 
Clad  te  aetlOs,  that  their  Oovemment 
la  pro«tln«  byee^  mlatakea,  and  that 
they  have  ado^tetf  a  Jast  aa«  aeleBtlAe 
ifl»thod  ef-ratatag  their  tomm  to  Ifie 
desired  streealh.  We  knew  that  we 
have  Mitered  npon  tke  final  stagwe.  end 
we  have  atteel4wi  our«*lves  to  Ca'e  fieni 
day  to  day  tbe  kuM  horrtMe  develop- 
ments «f ,  this  nMwtal  combat,  #lAcft 
muet  end  la  Victory,  gmtrnm  ifeJe  year.

sequejK*  have.  The  Telegraph  says: 
"Breeders  for  the  United  States  will 
doubtless  nnd  a  market  still,  and  buy- 
ers of  sporting  dogs  may  possibly  keep 
on  purchasing  them,  and  'hand  on'  the 
extra  expenditure,  say,  to  the  tenant 
of  the  shooting.

A  writer  In  Goal  Age,  a  widely  cir- 
culated coal  mining  Journal,  published 
In  New  York  city,  writing  from  Ohio 
lately,  made  the  following  observations 
concerning   prosperity    and    wages: 

"When  an  industry  enjoys  a  tempor- 
ary period  of  increased  prosperity.  It 
is  usual  for  the  wage-earners  In  that 
Industry  to  seek  higher  wages,  claim- 
ing that  they  should  share  with  their 
employers  in  the  Increased  revenue.  The 
coal  industry  is  no  excieption  to  this 
rule. 

.  "The  coal  miners  of  England,  under 
the  pressure  of  wartime  conditions, 
struck  for  higher  wages  at  the  risk  of 
being  Judged    unpatriotic.     One   cannot 

ut  commend  both  the  operators  and 
the  miners  in  this  country  for  the  man- 
ner In  which  they  met  the  approach 
of  similar  conditions  here.  It  speaks 
well  for  our  coal  industry  that  the  de- 
mands for  higher  wages  or  better  con- 
ditions have  not  been  greater.  In  the 
face  of  tbe  advancing  prices  in  neces- 
sities that  have  so  largely  increased 
the  cost  of  living,  while  the  unprece- 
dented demand  for  ooal  has,  brought 
untold  revenue  to  the  operators. 

"It  is  true,  of  course,  that  in  most  ' 
cases  miners  have  been  bound  by  con- 
tract to  accept  a  specific  rate;  but  In 
spite  of  this  fact  they  are  to  be  com- 
mended in  that  thoy  showed  no  dispo- 
sition to  break  their  contracts.  The 
same  cannot  be  said  of  all  the  opera- 
tora,  who  have  In  some  Instances  ab- 
rogated their  contracts  with  their  cus- 
tomers. 

"It  is  not  only  morally  wrong,  but 
an  eoonomic  mistake  for  an  operator 
or  dealer  to  take  advantage  of  a  tem- 
porary condition  and  offer  that  as  an 
excuse  for  failure  to  fulfil  his  contract. 
But  though  the  temptation  has  been 
strong,  operators  and  rainess  alike 
have,  for  the  most  part,  shown  t]ie 
true  spirit  of  co-operation.  The  opera- 
tors, on  the  one  hand,  have  manifested 
a  willingness  to  grant  an  increase  of 
wages,  while  the  miners  in  union  and 
non-union  fields  aUke  have  kept  steadily 
at    their   work." 

The  experience  in  the  Crow's  Nest 
district  of  British  Columbia  and  the 
neighboring  Province  of  Alberta  with 
the  members  of  the  United  Mine  Work- 
ers "of  America  has  been  Just  the  op- 
posite, for  they  have  broken  their  con- 
tracts and  now  they  refuse  to  return 
to  work  In  defiance  of  the  appeals  of 
their  international  headquarters  offi- 
cials   that    fitey    shall   do   so.

"The  Oovernment  has  done  nothing 
to  aid  shipowners."  aald  Capt.  Dollar. 
He  said  that  while  in  Washtegton  re- 
cently, he  asked  Congressmen  why  the 
Government  was  doing  nothing  to  aid 
the  merchant  marine,  and  the  reply  he 
received  was:  ••  We  do  not  know." 
Capt.  Dollar  said  he  had  disposed  of  all 
his  ships  under  United  States  registry, 
ab  the  cost  of  operation  was  too  great 
fn  comparison  with  ships  under  British 
registry. 

Xeasursaeat  •  Sardaklp 

Just  a  few  points  brought  out  by 
Capt.  Dollar  show  how  the  United  States 
merchant  marine  compares  with  Qreat 
Britain.  For  Instance,  the  measurement 
of  United  States  ships  is  30  per  cent 
larger  than  that  of  British  ships.  This 
means  that  ^n  owner  of  a  ship  under 
United  StaU^s  registry  must  pay  30  per 
cent  more/at  each  port. 

The  Inspection  of  United  States  shlpa 
Is  more  severe  and  costs  considerably 
more.  Again,  United  Btatea  ships  are 
required  to  carry  a  larger  crew  than  are 
vessels  of  other  cpuntrles,  and  thia 
added  cost  is  without  reason. 

The  Chinese-United  States  trade 
shows  a  wonderful  increase,  but  Is  still 
ill  its  infancy,  according  to  the  veteran 
lumberman  and  shipowner.

Ottawa  That  Lack  of  Port 
Facilities  Resulted  In  Loss

That  Vancouver  can  have  a  drydook 
just  aa  quickly  as  a  company  com«s 
forward  which  can  prove  ita  bona  fldes 
to  the  Government,  was  the  declaration 
made  by  Hon.  Robert  Rogers,  Minister 
of  Public  Works,  to  the  Vancouver  delo- 
gation  now  at  Ottawa  In  connection 
with   harbor  matters. 

The  minister  further  declared  that 
the  Government  was  alive  to  the  necei- 
sity  of  having:  ample  drydock  accom> 
modation  at  Vancouver  In  anticipation 
of  conditions  which  will  arise  after  the 
war.  He  explained  to  the  delegation 
that  tho  only  application  for  the  'dry- 
dock  subsidy  which  had  been  made  was 
from  the  amaltramated  interests.  There 
was  now  no  doubt  that  thia  company 
had  failed  to  finance  the  proposition 
and   It   had    fallen    through. 

"The  Held  is  now  open,"  ho  said,  "and 
we  will  give  the  subsidy  to  the  flrst 
conoern  l^hich  can  prove  Its  ability  to 
go  right  ahead  and  build." 

The  delegation  was  Introduced  by  Mr. 
H.  H.  Stevens  and  they  presented  their 
case  through  Mr.  TIsdall,  Mr.  Nicol 
Thompson  and  Mayor  Vance  o^  North 
Vancouver.  These  speakers  pointed  out 
that  Vancouver  had  lo^t  125,000.000  be- 
cause there  was  no  drydock  at  the  port. 
They  also  emphasized  the  feeling  that 
the  Amalgamated  Company  had  fallen 
down  and  that  the  way  should  be 
cleared  for  any  company  which  was 
willing  and  which    would  go  ahead. 

Hon.  Robert  Rogers  concurred  In  the 
view  that  apparently  the  Amalgamated 
was  unable  to  tackle  the  Job,  but  also 
said  that  no  other  application  had  been 
made.  Representatives  of  another  com- 
pany had  been  in  Ott4wa,  but  under 
the  Drydock  Subsidies  Act  It  Was  nec- 
essary for  formal  application  to  be 
nMdo  accompanied  by  plans.  The  min- 
ister strongly  favored  a  graving  dock 
from  hiS'  experience,  but  assured  the 
delegation  that  the  Oovernment  was 
prepared  to  give  the  subsidy  to  a  float- 
ing or  gravlBg  dock,  whichever  came 
flrst. 

MmOA  AB«tli«r  Bhed 

One  bit  of  news  given  the  Vancou- 
ver men  by  the  minister  was  that  the 
Government  Intends  to  build  another 
shed  on  the  Government  dock  at  the 
elevator.  This  shed  would  be  a  thou- 
sand feet  long,  but  owing  to  the  scar- 
city of  money  It  will  not  be  a  concrete 
structure. 

In  thanking  the  minister,  Mr.  TIs- 
dall expressed  the  appreciation  of  Van- 
couver for  the  dock  and  elevator. 

The  memorial  presented  by  the 
delegates  called  attention  to  the  great 
neat  of  a  drydock  In  Vancouver  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  shipbuilding  was 
a  permanent  industry  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  They  pointed  out  that  the  com- 
pany with  which  the  Oovernment  haa 
been  negotiating  for  several  years  had 
failed  to  demonstrate  its  ability  to 
nnance  the  proposed  dock  and  that 
the  delegates  understood  that  another 
company  has  already  submitted  la  pro- 
posal for  the  construction  of  a  float- 
ing dock  of  adequate  slse  and  demon- 
strated its  bona  fldes  to  the  Oovern- 
ment. Tho  Vancouver  men  went  on  to 
sUto  that  the  granUng  of  a  subsidy 
for  the  floating  dock  entailed  an  ex- 
penditure amounting  to  three  and  a 
half  per  cent  per  annum  on  two  and 
a  half  million  dollars  for  a  period  of 
twenty-flve  years  as  compared  with 
tho  graving  dock  scheme  which  would 
Involve  four  per  cent  per  annum  on 
Ave  million  seven  hundred  thousand 
dollars  for  thlrty-flve  years.  In  view 
of  the  necessity  to  conserve  expendi- 
tures during  the  war  the  delegation 
urged  the  immediate  action  of  the  Gov- 
ernment In  granting  a  subsidy  for 
the  building  of  a  drydock  of  aultabto 
dimensions  to  the  flrst  company  which 
la  prepared  to  satisfy  the  Oovernment 
as  to  Its  flnanctal  standing  and  ability 
to  ^arry  out  construction  within  a 
reaaonable  period.

VANCOUVER,     June     1.— Tbe     new 

Great  Northern  aad  Canadian  Nertltem 
Paotflo  union  depot  was  thrown  open 
to  the  eltlsens  of  Vancouver  today. 
Mayor  McBeatb  and  the  city  aldermen, 
as  well  aa  a  large  number  of  prom- 
inent business  men  were  Invited,  and 
nuuiy  of  the  G.  N.  R.  and  other  rail- 
way officials  were  present,  includlug: 
M.  J.  Costello,  assistant  traffic  man- 
acar;  J.  H.  O'Neill,  general  auperln- 
tendent;  J.  M.  Doyle,  superintendent; 
C.  W.  Meldrum,  asslsunt  general  pas- 
senger agent;  H.  R.  Smith,  asalsUnt 
general  superintendent;  F.  W.  Graham. 
Industrial  agent,  and  Oscar  Bowen, 
principal  asaistanC  engineer. 

The  official  opening  was  signalled 
with  the  arrival  cf  the  Great  Northern 
Owl  train  from  Seattle.  The  Owl 
steamed  into  the  Union  depot  at  7:10 
o'clock  this  morning  when  the  pas- 
sengers got  a  flrst  glimpse  of  the  com- 
pleted False  Creek  terminal.  The  flrst 
train  to  leave  the  new  depot  was  the 
C  X.  R.'s  transcontlnenul  which 
steamed'  away  at  •  a.m.  Nine  trains 
win  be  handled  dally  at  the  new  ter- 
minal as  follows:  Q.  N.  R.— Arrive,  7:S0 
a.m.,  3:30  p.m.  and  10:1S  p.m.;  depar- 
tures, 10  a.m.,  4  p.m.  and  1S:S0  p.m. 
C.  N.  R. — Arrive,  11  a.m.;  departures, 
9  a.m.  and  7  p.m. 

Construction  work  on  the  new  depot 
was  started  on  April  12,  1$16,  so  that 
It  has  taken  thirteen  months  to  com- 
plete. The  ftlling  of  the  site  of  the 
terminal,  however,  was  commenced  aa 
far  back  as  1913,  and  no  less  than 
J.000.000   cubic    yai'dB   of  material    was 


required  for  this  purpose.  The  new 
rassenger  depot  Is  replete  with  every 
facility  for  the  handling  of  the  In- 
creasing traffic  over  these  lines,  hav- 
ing been  designed  to  meet  all  modern 
requirements. 

The  quantity  of  marble  used  In  the 
construction  of  the  building  was  6,000 
square  feet,  the  quantity  of  cement 
utilized  approximately  0.600  barrels, 
the  amount  of  oteel  used  for  construc- 
tional purposes  1,000  tons,  and  the 
number  of  bricks,  OSO.OOO. 

The  llghtlii*  of  the  station  is  very 
eftective.  On  the  outside  it  is  lighted 
by  a  system  of  flood  lighting,  three  of 
these  being  located  on  the  roof,  each 
having  1,000-watt  lamp  with  reflector, 
and  each  developing  1(0,000  candle- 
power  In  a  direct  beam.  They  are  so 
constructed  as  to  be  capable  of  dif- 
fusing BOO.OOO  candle-power  light.  The 
new  depot  and  freight  sheds  cover  a 
total  area  of  136,000  square  feet.  The 
main  waiting  room  has  an  area  of  0,000 
square  feet.  The  architect  who  was  re- 
sponsible for  the  plan  Is  F.  L.  Town- 
ley,  the  engineer  In  charge,  E.  B.  Ford, 
while  the  contractors  wer*  Grant, 
Smith  *  McDonnell.

A  correspondent  of  The  ^London 
Daily  Telecraph,  writing  from  Franoe, 
says: 

I  have  Just  heard  a  story  of  the  re- 
cent flghting  which  serves  to  Illus- 
trate the  spirit  of  our  men  when  they 
get  a  chance  to  come  to  grips  with  the 
Bochcs.  A  party  of  our  infantry  was 
cut  oft  by  a  considerably  superior 
force  of  Bavarians,  who  deployed  into 
line  and  opened  Are  upon  them.  At 
this  identical  moment  a  company  of 
the  Llncolns  came  upon  the  scene  and 
took  In  the  situation  at  a  glance.  In- 
stead of  flring  or  using  their  bayoneU 
as  they  swooped  down  upon  tbe  rear 
of  tho  Boches,  they  chose,  as  though 
by  common  consent,  to  employ  their 
rifles  as  clubs,  and  even  the  heavy 
steel  helmets  of  the  Bavarians  were 
not  death  proof  against  the  skull-spllt- 
tlng  blows  that  rained  upon  them. 
Whilst  the  L4ncolns  were  thus  dealing 
with  the  surprised  enemy,  the  party 
they  had  been  atucklng  In  front  oame 
doubling  up.  and  the  air  was  rent  with 
Kutteral  cries  of  "Kamerad."  This 
primitive  method  of  employing  the 
rifle  Is  perhaps  characteristic  of  troops 
which  march  to  the  air  oC  "The  Lin- 
colnshire  Potfbher."         ^ 

I  have  made  a  good  many  refer- 
ences of  late  to  the  moral  of  the  Ger- 
man troops,  and.  apropos  of  thia  sub- 
ject, the  following  qitoUtlon  from  the 
diary  of  a  regimenul  sUff  offlcer, 
found  In  a  dugout  on  the  VImy  Ridge, 
may  be  of  Interest.  It  cerUlnly  goes 
to  show  that  the  enemy  offlcera  no 
longer  have  much  confldcnce  in  vic- 
tory. 

"The  physical  and  menUI  strain." 
runs  the  entry,  closely  translated, 
"which  the  troeps  in  the  front  line 
undergo  is  so  great  that  their  meral 
suffers  severely.  An  ineriuble  and  re- 
gretuble  consequence  Is  the  Increase 
In  oases  of  absence  withoat  leare  and 
refusal  to  obey  orders,  both  trivial  and 
serious.  These  observatlens  were  con- 
flrmed  by  the  Judge-Advocate.  Dr. 
Paull.  when  I  was  st  Beaumont,  cm^ 
March  24,  aad  acted  aa  prisoner's' 
friend  ia  several  court-martial  ensea. 
All  these  symptoms  clearly  show  bsv 
sertoue  the  position  is.  sad  what  •  se- 
vere struMle  lies  before  ns.  The  p*ll. 
tlcal  and  mlliury  situation,  ths  do- 
plorable  conduct  of  Aaaerlea.  tbe  r«p- 
ture  ef  relatlona.  with  China,  and. 
above  all.  the  eathreak  of  the  revolu- 
tion In  Russia,  aad  the  withdrawal  of 
oor  front  between  Arras  aad  the  Alaaei. 
have  contributed  to  exeite  a  eer«ata 
nervousness  la  everyone.  This  has

WINNIPSO.  June  1.— "My  meaaage  to 
you,  and  1  am  willing  te  make  it  a  prayer, 
la:  Let  bs  go  ftfrward  aa  one,  alnk  all  dlf- 
ferencea  and  unitedly  from  Far  East  to 
VIM  Waat,  aacrlOce  ta  the  nation'!  higheat 
welfare."

Violent  Attacl(s  Fail  to  Recover 
Lost  Territory  on  Isonzo 
Front  —  Lose  Heavily  in 
Stubborn  Battle. 


BOME,  June  1.— "Considerable  artil- 
lery activity  developed  in  the  northern 
sector  of  the  Carso  and  on  the  line  from 
Qorisia  to  Plava,"  says  the  official  re- 
port today. 

"In  the  Vodice  area  last  night  nu- 
merous massed  troops  of  the  enemy 
made  a  violent  attack  upon  our  posi- 
tions on  Hills  692  and  «63.  The  atUck, 
prepared  for  by  Intense  artillery  Are 
and  carried  out  with  stubbornness,  fallbd 
completely,  owing  to  the  (Irm  reslstanco 
of  our  troops  and  the  well  directed  Are 
of  our  batteries,  which  dispersed  the 
enemy's  ntassed  reinforcements.  The 
enemy  suffered  severe  losses,  and  left  83 
prisoners,  including  three  officers,  in  our 
hands. 

"There  were  minor  encounters,  favor- 
able to  us,  between  our  advanced  posts 
and  enemy  reconnolterlng  iwrties  in  the 
Poslna  Valley  and  at  the  head  of  the 
stream. 

"Last  nigrht  enemy  aircraft  made  a 
iraid  on  Udtne  and  Cervignano,  dropping 
Incendiary  bombs.  Our  anti-aircraft 
guns  put  them  to  flight.  Very  slight 
damage  was  done.  One  civilian  was 
wounded. 

"Our  machines  in  response  successful- 
ly   bombed    military    works    at    Barcola, 
north  of  Trieste,  andv  returned  safely."

Slaughter  by  Ferocious  Ger- 
mans and  Bulgars  —  Re- 
mainder of  People  in  Insur- 
gent District  Are  Deported. 


LONDON,  June  1.— The  Times'  cor- 
respondent with  tha  Serbian  army  ca- 
bles  from    Salonica: 

"Details  are  given  by  Serbian  desert- 
ers from  the  Bulgarian  army  of  the 
Insurrectionary  movement  in  Old  Ser- 
bia, which  was  virtually  stamped  out 
at  the  end  of  February.  The  insur- 
gents numbered  15,000,  including  many 
soldiers  recruited  in  Bulgaria.  This 
affected  tha  province  of  Vldln  and  Tir- 
cova,  where  the  majority  of  the  in- 
habitants are  of  Serbian  blood.  Both 
Ocrman  and  Bulgarian  troops  were  em- 
ployed in  crashing  the  movement.  One 
of  the  Informants  had  tbe  following  in- 
f ormatl6a : 

"About  •,00«  inaurgents  had  been  cap- 
tured, and  over  t,$%%  were  summarily 
•xecutad.  Executions  were  effected 
with  OMMhlne  guns  manned  by  Oermans. 
l.ong  deep  trenchea  were  dug,  in  front 
of  which  the  rlctima  were  bound  ta 
■takes  and  shot  in  greapa.  The  bodies 
F«ra  Immediately  fluag  into  trenches 
and  burled.  To  Bulgarian  subjects  who 
participated  In  the  Inaurrectloa  no 
marcy  waa  ahowa.  Bvenrono  la  the 
catagory  wba  waa  eaptared  suffered 
daath. 

"The  reasalnder  of  the  prisoners  were 
dep*tta«  to  Asia  Minar.  The  whole  of 
the  mral  InhaMtaata  la  the  distrlctahi 
which  the  rtsiag  staHed  war*  removed 
ta  Bal^Ha.  where  th«y  war*  divided 
HMo  twa  partieaa.  Oim  of  the  hitter, 
f  aiialstlas  af  men  aM«  to  work,  was 
kept  la  Safla  f^r  labor.  The  athers, 
nuilaly  aawiau  and  ohMrett.  wero  hand- 
ed t^T  la  tha  Tarfca,  who  were  request- 
ed ta  ramaaa  tJM*  ta  tlMlr  Aaiatie 
praTtaeaa."

from  every  section  of  Canada,  and  are 
presumably  chiefly  of  the  well-to-do, 
or  wealthy.  However,  whether  they 
may  have  one.  tea  or  twenty  thousand 
dollars  per  annum  at  their  disposal  for 
Uvlng  purposes,  they  all  will  have 
knowledge  of  the  shrinkage  In  the  pur- 
chasing price  of  the  dollar.  With  a 
aurplus  of  wheat,  tbey  have  probably 
wondered,  ai  tli^  average  consumer  Is 
now  doing,  why  tha  price  of  flour 
should  be  at  ita  preaent  n\^k;  and  why 
if  it  is  a  case  of  supply  and  deinaitd 
goTcrning  prices,  it  is  possible  for  the 
great  milling  companiea  to  pay  2S  per 
cent  dividends,  bon^iaes  and  princely 
aalaries.  They  may  have  alao  asked 
themselves  why  potatoea  should  be  |4 
per  100  pounds  after  the  statement  of 
the  Minister  of  L«bor  that  there  were 
1,000,000  bushels  in  Canada  in  excess  of 
the  average  requirement  for  food  and 
seed:  why  the  price  of  sujrar  should 
be  as  it  is;  why  almost  every  food 
essential  of  which  there  is  plenty  in 
Canada  should  be  advanced  In  price  to 
the  consumer;  why.  In  fact,  because 
of  conditions  outside  of  Canada,  Its 
cltiaens  should  be  penalised  in  sym- 
pathy with  tbe  unavoidable  conditions 
In  the  matter  of  food  supplies  in  Eur- 
ope. Of  course,  we  all  know  where  the 
fault  lies— simply  in  the  almost  ghoul- 
ish rapacity  of  the  manufacturer,  specu- 
lator and  distributor  of  food.  While 
the  bread  winners  are  fighting  the  bat- 
tle of  the  Empire  In  Europe,  these  food 
pirates  and  preying  upon  the  dependants 
a.t  homa  by  making  it  almoat^lmpoa- 
sible  to  obtain  a  decent  existence 
through  their  exploitation  of  the  neces- 
sariea  of  life.  Yes,  these  delegates 
are  in  a  position  in  their  varioua  en- 
vironments to  do  a  great  deal  of  good 
for  their  fellow  citisens  by  an  inquiry 
into  the  high  cost  of  living,  and  mak- 
ing a  united  protest  against  the  in- 
iquitous   practices   of   the   food    pirates.

Sir, — "In  times  of  tremendous  crisis 
like  that  through  which  we  are  pass- 
ing every  citisen.  Irrespective  of  party 
affiliations,  owes  a  special  duty  of 
loyalty  and  support  to  the  Government 
of   tbe  country. 

When  we  consider  the  unrest,  disr 
satisfaction  and  corruption  associated 
with  political  matters,  we  are  compell- 
ed to  conclude  that  there  Is  some  radi- 
cal defect  in  our  system  of  government, 
a  failure  to  meet  and  fully  cope  with 
the  present  crisis.  Why  should  our 
citizens  be  divided  into  separate  camps 
each  endeavoring  to  encourage  sus- 
picion and  lack  of  confidence  in  its 
opponent  Why  should  veteran  politi- 
cal leaders  hesitate  to  pronounce  upon 
mattt^rs  of  the  gravest  national  im- 
portance, when  such  hesitation  but  en- 
courages disloyalty  and  renders  mor^ 
difficult  the  work  of  those  whose  lives 
have  been  consecrated  to  national 
honor  and  service 

Party  government  has  failed  to  meet 
the  present  crisis.  It  failed  in  the  Unlt- 
c<l  Klngdoil^  in  France,  at  Ottawa,  and 
in  British  Columbia,  It  has  not  con- 
tributed to  a  cdndition  of  public  life 
that  can  merit  our  full  opproval. 

Political  parties  in  their  formation 
are  subject  to  hereditary  influences  and 
historical  associations,  and  the  memor- 
ies of  dead  issues,  and  it  cannot  be 
claimed  for  them  that  they  are  an  ex- 
presslv*  of  public  opinion  as  It  exists 
on  the  great  questions  of  the  day. 

A  political  party,  even  when  repre- 
sented by  a  large  majority  In  the  Leg- 
islature, represents  only  a  section  of 
the  :>nople,  even  although  it  be  a  large 
section.  That  majority  contr  »1«  the 
Government  and  the  members  of  the 
Government,  being  drawn  from  the  ma- 
jority to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  men 
however  highly  gifted  and  qualifled 
they  may  be  for  public  service.  Not 
only  are  all  the  members  of  the  Oot- 
crnment  drawn  drawn  from  ona  politi- 
cal party  .to  tho  exclusion  of  the  others 
but  appointment!  ar^  made  In  most.  :f 
n.->'  all  the  d^? Aliments,  to  men  I  e- 
longing  to  the  same  political  party. 
In  thia  way  talent,  ability  or  experi- 
ence in  the  public  service  is  limited  to 
a  selection  drawn  from  only  one  section 
of  the  people.  The  public  aervloa  is 
impaired  by  this  limitation  of  selection 
or  choice.  In  addition  it  opens  a  wUc 
door  for  all  ^o.ms  of  inco-njetency 
graft  and  corruption  to  the  serious  dis- 
advantage of  efficiency  and  a  fruitful 
■ourca  of  waste  and  financial  loss  to 
the  state.  Not  only  from  the  point  of 
v'ew  of  admlnistratian  does  the  party 
system  of  government  lead  to  a  lack 
of  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  gen- 
eral public,  but  thia  applies  to  the 
Icslslative  efforts  of  a  sovemrunt  also. 
Tbeir  measures  sro  viewed  by  govern- 
ment and  oppoaitiort  alike,  as  a  rule, 
largely  from  a  party  standpoint,  and 
criticism  of  these  meaiu.es  is  frequent- 
ly discounted  because  of  party  predilec- 
tions. Thia  is  not  in  the  national  in- 
terest. The  elimination  of  partisanship 
in  the  government,  in  the  administra- 
tive and  legislative  pollciea  would  tend 
to  induce  Impartial  criticism  of  all  acts 
of  the  Rovemment  wthout  regard  for 
pariy   afnilation.
